S an F ra n c isco , September 27th.—There 
is weeping and wailing on the steamship 
Gaelic over Collector Phelps’ refusal to ac­ 
cept the affidavits that have been handed to 
him for verification, so that the Chinese 
passengers now on board th at vessel can 
come ashore. The affidavits are increasing 
in number, but the Collector remains firm 
in the matter of demanding correct in­ 
formation. 
On the 3d of next month the Gaelic sails 
again for China, and unless writs are taken 
out for the releasing of "merchants" they 
will be taken back to their natural land. If 
writs are depended on for their release, it is 
unnecessary to state that both of the Fed­ 
eral Courts will be kept busy for the next 
few days issuing them, as but a short period 
now remains for the writs to be secured. 
To-day the authorities connected with 
the Chinese Bureau paid a visit to the ves­ 
sel to take the statements of the Chinamen 
and Chinese women that have not made 
application before to land. 
The same story was told by most all of 
them. They were born in Chinatown, and 
left here when very young; they did not 
know in what house they were born ; never 
saw any cable-cars; did not know what a 
fire-engine was: had never laid eyes on the 
Plaza; knew the names of no streets ex­ 
cept Dupont; had never heard of Kearny 
or Market street; did not know what the 
old City Hall looked like or where it was; 
there were some Chinamen here, not rnanv. 
This is the general run of the statements 
furnished by them and on which they de­ 
sire to land. It is believed, though, that if 
the Chinese find that they cannot get off 
on the affidavits, writs of habeas corpus 
will be taken out by the wholesale before 
the steamer sails again. 
While Collector Phelps can refuse to land 
them on the affidavits furnished if he 
thinks them false, he cannot prevent the 
writs being taken out, as his power is not 
as great as the Courts. 


SAN B E R N A R D IN O .

S an B e rn a rd in o , September 27th.—The 
Directors of the Btar Valiev Reservoir, 
which supplies the richest portion of this 
valley with water, met to-day to begin the 
preliminaries of a scheme to double the 
capacity of the dam, and $125,000 will be 
expended in the work. 
There is a rumor here to-night that J. N. 
Victor of this place has been selected to 
take the place of pan McCool as General

Officers went to the 
scene yesterday and found a chain of cir­ 
cumstances tending to strongly confirm the 
suspicion of poisoning. 
It seems Bacigalupi purchased a bottle of 
strychnine at a Buena Vista store, saying 
he wanted to kill squirrels, and spoke of his 
wife as being sick and crazy and that she 
would die soon. She was seen around as 
usual on Saturday morning. About 8 
o’clock in the evening he reported to the 
neighbors that she was dead. 
No doctor was summoned, and the hus­ 
band was anxious not to have the body 
opened. When the neighbors called the 
body was rigid, as were the arms, crossed 
over the breast, and froth was issuing from 
her nostrils. The label, torn from the bot­ 
tle ot poison, was found near the cellar 
where the husbtnd was seen to enter. 
The body was exhumed this afternoon, 
and the contents of the stomach removed 
for analysts. 
A Coroner's inquest will be held to-mor­ 
row. A warrant is out for Bacigalupi. He 
has lelt, it Is believed, for Calaveras county.

HURDNROUS MURRAY. 
H e M akes a V icious A ttac k on a N un a t 
E m p o ria. 
K an sas C ity , September 27th.—While 
Sister Camille was walking alone íd the 
hall of the Sacred Heart Convent, in Empo­ 
ria, at 5 o’clock last evening, a man, sup­ 
posed to be Frank Murray, of Terre Haute, 
Ind., stepped behind her and choked and 
beat her until she was unconscious. He 
then jumped on and kicked Sister Camille’s 
prostrate form until he supposed she was 
dead, and then left the convent, and has so 
far evaded the police. 
This is the third murderous assault made 
bv Murray in the past two months, but the 
facta had been kept from the public hereto­ 
fore. Murray was a railroad-man of Terre 
Haute, and Sister Camille was one of the 
nurses in the Catholic Hospital there.

In some way Murray 
learned of her whereabouts and followed 
her. Yesterday the sister stated that before 
Murray attacked net he told her his love 
had turned to hatred, and that he would 
kill her if it cost him his life. Her condi­ 
tion is critical, her head and body being a 
mass of frightful bruises and lacerations.

P h ila d e lp h ia , September 27th.- A train 
of Pullman cars, which in appointments 
and arrangements for the journey is be­ 
lieved to be without a precedent" in the 
history of railroading, will leave for Wash­ 
ington on Thursday next, bearing the repre­ 
sentatives of American nations to the 
International Conference to be held next 
month at the National Capitol. 
The party, as guests of the Government, 
are to be taken over a large section of the 
United States as announced in these dis­ 
patches before, in order that they may tree 
and appreciate to some extent the vast re­ 
sources of this country. 
The Pennsylvania Road Company agreed 
to undertake the task of arranging and car­ 
rying out the details for this unprecedented 
trip.It will be unique in at least two respects, 
namely, in that there will be no change of 
cars throughout the entire distance of 5.406 
miles, and that this will be tbe first know 
instance where railways have permitted an 
entire train, with its own engine, crew, 
etc., to pass from other roads over their 
lines. 
The amount of labor required to bring 
this about will be appreciated when it is 
known that with 42 days journeying the 
train will pass over the uiain iines of thirty 
different railway corporations, passing 
through the States of Maryland, Delaware, 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New York, 
Rbode Island, Massachusetts, New Hamp­ 
shire, Maine, Connecticut, Ohio, Michigan, 
Indiana, Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
Iowa, Nebraska, Missouri and Kentucky— 
twenty in all. 
For the purpose of the journev the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company " have 
equipped a vestibule train of five sleepers, 
a dining car and a composite car. 
The train starts from Washington next 
Thursday morning and will go through 
Jersey City and over the West Shore road 
to West Point, where there will be a drill 
and the unveiling of the portraits of Gen­ 
eral Grant, Sheridan and Sherman, pre­ 
sented to the Military Academy by George 
W. Childs.

The next morning the party will go to 
New York on the cruiser Yorktown, and 
from there by steamer to Boston, after 
which they will take the train again 
through New England and New York to 
the West and Northwest, and finally 
through several Southern Sutes back to 
Washington. An elaoorate programme of 
visits and receptions is laid out at many of 
the stopping points. 


SER IO U S C H A RG ES. 
T h e K n ig h ts o f L ab o r A ccnsed of In c e n ­ 
d iarism in M issouri. 
St. L ouis, September 27th —During the 
Missouri Pacific strike of 1886 a train was 
wrecked at Wyandotte, Kansas. Several 
strikers were arrested on a charge of caus­ 
ing ir, but subsequently discharged. Two 
of them brought suits for malicious prose­ 
cution. The testimony in these cases was 
taken here. A deposition was made to the 
effect that the Knights of Labor at that 
time took charge of the cases of the train 
wreckers and spent $30 000 in their defense. 
Also, that out of spite at tbe failure of 
the strike, the Missouri car works, at St. 
Charles, Mo., and the Vandalia freight 
depot at East St. Louis were destroyed by 
fire and a plan devised to blow up the 
bridge here by floating a dynamite-laden 
barge against it, but this was not carried 
out. The names of the actors in these 
events were given, and it was stated that 
men much higher in the ranks of the 
Knights knew much about these things. 
Io view of these statements, it is said 
that Master Workman Powderly and Sec­ 
retary Hayes, when they arrive here next 
week, will be put through the affidavit 
mill, and other members of the Executive 
Board will be compelled to tell what they 
know. The local Knights say they have 
nothing to fear, and declare that the move 
is a bluff by the Missouri Pacific.

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SLAVE TR4DE IN AFRICA. 


C. P. HUNTINGTON 
PROPOSES 
SOME 
ACTIVE MEASURES. 


Let Human Slavery be Destroyed During 
the Last Decade of the Nine­ 
teenth Century. 


Colis P . H u n tin g to n of New Y ork, for­ 
m erly a resident o f th is city and one of 
th e builders of th e C entral Pacific R ailroad, 
has com m enced an active cam paign against 
th e A frican slave trade. 
T he follow ing 
docum ents have been printed and are be­ 
in g circulated from his office, accom panied 
by a colored m ap of equatorial A frica : 
A Few Words to Americans on the Slave 
Trade in Africa. 
I w ish to call th e attention o f the public 
to an offense against civilization—th e bu y ­ 
ing and selling ot m en and w om en into 
slavery. 
LiviDgstone, G ordon, D rum m ond 
an d m any others have fought th e battle of 
th e slave. T he K ing of B elgium an d som e 
of th e best people of E ngland, u n d er the 
leadership o f such a m an as Sir W illiam 
M aokinnon, are spending th eir tim e and 
th eir m oney to destroy th is fearful traffic 
an d in its place p lan t com m erce and civi­ 
lization, 
Good and 
thoughtful people, 
th ro u g h m any generations, have endeav­ 
ored to destroy this evil, and have so nearly 
succeeded th at at this tim e no civilized n a­ 
tion engages in or tolerates it; an d I believe 
th a t if one great, united effort w ere m ade, 
even th e A rab, th e descendant o f Ishm ael, 
m ight be m ade asham ed and afraid to traf­ 
fic in h u m an flesh. 
O thers have studied 
th e subject m ore carefully th an I, and have 
m ore leisure to deal w ith it, b u t for m any 
years I have deeply felt th e w rongs done to 
th e African race, an d have been deeply in ­ 
terested in th eir future; and I ask all "good 
people to u n ite in one grand effort against 
th e siave trade w ith all its atten d an t evils, 
an d th u s m ake it possible for th e future 
historian to say m at th e blackest crim e of 
th e ages—h u m an slavery—was destroyed 
in th e last decade of th e n in eteen th cen­ 
tury. 
I do no t agree w ith F rancis W . F ox, in 
his letter in the Boston Transcript of Ju n e 
13th, relying w holly on peaceful m easures, 
as I th in k we should ‘ fight the devil w ith 
fire.” 
I publish the letter, w ith the article 
bv Professor D rum m ond below referred to. 
T h e proposed line to be policed runs, as 
m ay be seen, from Suakirn to th e m o n th of 
th e Zam besi, the m ost of the way from 200 
to 400 m iles from th e east c o ast; th at is, it 
is to go east from S uakim to Berber on the 
N ile, thence u p that river to th e lakes V ic­ 
to ria N yanza and T anganyika, and thence 
to lake Nyassa, thence along various w ater­ 
w ays and portages to th e ocean at th e 
m o u th of the Zam besi. 
N early all th e dis­ 
tance can be traversed by steam ers, an d the 
lan d portion can be kept open, at first by 
w agon roads, an d later by railw ays, then 
w ith a railroad around th e falls of the 
Congo, 265 m iles (now being built), and 
som e sh o rt portages betw een th e steam 
navigation of th e U pper Congo an d the 
line from Suakirn to the Zam besi. 
W ith 
th is line well policed, I believe th at this 
cruel an d terrible traffic can be destroyed at 
its fountain-head. 
A t th e sam e tim e a 
com m erce w ould be 
established w hich 
w ould tend to raise th e A frican from his 
low estate, and in tim e m ight enable him 
to tak e a place am ong th e civilized peoples 
o f the earth. 
It is w orth th e tr ia l; and if 
a ll th e nations th at condem n this evil 
w ould u n ite and m ake the im provem ents 
above referred to and police th e lines, the 
cost w ould be as nothing w hen com pared 
w ith the am ount of good done, an d we owe 
m uch to th e A frican for th e w rongs done 
h im . 
I w rite this, hoping th at it m ay call m ore 
general attention to an a rticle w ritten by 
Professor H en ry D rum m ond, and pub­ 
lished in th e Jn n e num ber of Scribner's 
Magazine. 
1 have been perm itted to have 
th is article reprinted, and those w ishing to 
read it can do so, either by sending for the 
m agazine or applying to the w riter of this 
for a copy, w hich will be sent free to any 
one desiring it, together w ith a m ap of 
E quatorial A frica I have had prepared. 
T h is m ap w ill show th e country from Sua- 
kim , on the Red Sea, to th e m o u 'h of the 
Zam besi, an d from th e m outh of the Con­ 
go, on the west coast of A frica, to a con­ 
nection w ith the first m entioned lin e—the 
country th at has been depopulated by the 
A rab slave-hunter, th e country th a t is now 
being ravished, and the lines over w hich 
th e slaves are 
being taken to m arket. 
T he object of this m ap is to show the 
feasibility o f establishing and keeping open 
a line of o m m u n ic a tio n as 
indicated 
therein. 
I believe th at th e line, as laid 
dow n upon this m ap, can be policed by a 
com paiat vely sm all c u m b er of w hite m en, 
carefully selected and trained for this work, 
an d th at they can train th e native A fricans 
in th e use of arm s, u n til they, u n d er the 
leadership of these w hite m en, becom e in ­ 
vincible when upon th e ir ow n soil they 
fight for life and liberty, not only for th em ­ 
selves, but for th eir wives and children.

To the Editor o f the Transcript: 
A frica 
a n d ‘lie A frican people c-e sutlering at the 
present tim e an appalling am o u n t o f m is­ 
ery through the enorm ous d tv elo p m en t of 
th e slave trade and slave raiding th ro u g h ­ 
o u t th e length and breadth of th a t vast 
continent. 
Dr. Livingstone, in bi3 tim e, groaned 
over th e terrible evils and h o rrib le cruelty 
an d desolation w hich th e A rab, and in 
som e cases, the P ortuguese traders inflicted 
on the countries com prised in the basin of 
th e Zam besi and Lake N yassa, and be 
earnestly prayed th at so 
e m easures m ight 
be taken to stop 
this 
m an-destroying 
scourge of Africa. 
G eneral Gordon, w hile G overnor of th e 
E quatorial Provinces o f the E gyptian S ou­ 
dan. witnessed and graphically described in 
his lettsrs and journals the scenes of savage 
cruelty and suffering, and w hile G overnor 
did all th at he could to suppress the slave 
trad e in the provinces bordering on the 
basin of th e N ile valley. 
B ut since these tw o good and great m en 
have passed aw ay the A rab raids have in ­ 
creased to an alarm ing degree everyw here 
th roughout th e great continent of A frica, 
but m ore especially in the tract of country 
extendiug from the Egyptian Soudan in the 
n orth to th e Zam besi in th e south, aud 
from the Zanzibar coast on the east right 
across the co ntinent to th e basin of the 
Congo. 
C ardinal Lavigerie, the w ell-know n and 
m uch-respected 
A rchbishop 
of 
Algiers, 
w ho know s A frica personally, and w ho has 
m ade the question of African slavery a 
life-long and special duty, estim ates th at 
th e enorm ous n um ber o ftw o m illions of 
lives are now being destroyed every year 
on th e African continent through th e hor­ 
ro rs of th e slave trade. 
C aptain C am eron, the A frican traveler 
and explorer, and other A frican au th o ri­ 
ties confirm this estim ate of loss of life as 
n o t being in excess o f th e actual facts of 
th e case. 
_ " E very m inute. ’ Cam eron w rote lately 
in a m agazine, “ a fresh victim is seized by 
th e slave stealers. 
N ot an h o u r passes 
w ithout m ore th an fifty being killed or 
torn from th eir hom es ; and d u rin g this 
m o n th of A ugust, o f w hich I w rite, forty- 
five thousand m ore victim s are being added 
to th e num ber of those w ho appeal to us 
for aid and protection, front som e of the 
foulest crim inals that ever disgraced the 
e a rth .” 
T o heal this great open sore w ound of 
th e world, why cannot th e earnest and 
h ig h m inded m en and w om en of A m erica 
u n ite w ith those o f G reat B ritain in en­ 
deavoring, if possible, to discover and carry 
out in com bination som e m easures w hich 
w ill effectually rem ove and suppress d u r­ 
ing this, th e last decade of th e nineteenth 
century, th is horrible scourge o f.A frica, 
and give peace, light au d liberty to the 
D ark C ontinent? 
W e are, how ever, strongly opposed to 
em ploying or introducing m ilitary force 
and m easures in to A frica. 
W e have bad 
in tim es past far too m uch fighting in 
A frica. 
We can only advocate m ethods of 
a m oral, religious or pacific character. 
T here are seveial m easures w hich m ay, 
w ith advantage, be tried. 
F o r instance, 
th ere is a great central highw ay som e four 
thousand m iles in length, w hich can be 
navigated by steam ers f -r the greater part 
of its entire distance, com m encing on the 
N ile ai B erber, im m ediately opposite the 


im p o rtan t port of Snakin, on th e R ed Sea, 
an d extending along th e N ile to th e great 
E quatorial lakes of V ictoria N yanza and 
A lbert N yanza, and thence on to Lakes 
T anganyika and Nyassa, an d term inating 
at th e m onth of th e Zam besi. 
W ith th e exception of som e tw o o r three 
connecting lin k s or roadw ay, th e w hole of 
this vast distance can be cheaply navigated 
by steam boats. 
Great B ritain has d u rin g th e past fifty 
years expended vast sum s of m oney in 
trying to suppress th e slave trade by g u n ­ 
boats along th e A frican sea-coast, b ut these 
efforts have proved ineffectual in stopping 
the internal and external slave trade. 
T he 
m ost effectual way, apparently, to grapple 
w ith th is gigantic outrage on h u m an ity is 
to suppress th e evil right in, at and through 
th e heart of A frica. A nd we m aintain th at 
th is can be accom plished w ith com parative 
ease if only som e few earnest A m ericans 
will co-operate w ith a few like-m inded 
E nglishm en to form an A nglo-A m erican 
A ssociation for th e suppression o f the 
A frican slave trade, w hich shall be consti­ 
tuted on such lines as shall secare th e cor­ 
dial support aud sym pathy of th e tw o 
G overnm ents. 
T h e association w ould probably look to 
establishing a t certain favorable locations 
along this great central highw ay from the 
Nile at B erber to th e Zam besi, a p o lic e ad­ 
m inistration, by m eans of a series of sta­ 
tions, patrolled in steam boats, by specially 
selected A nglo-A m ericans, w ho w ould be 
suitably qualified for exercising a strong 
m oral influence over th e peoples of th e 
country in th e im m ediate vicinity of the 
several stations—such a m oral force as was 
em ployed by Livingstone, Moffat and G or­ 
don. 
T here is no nobler and greater w ork in 
th e w orld th an th a t of unloosening the 
cruel fetters w hich hold th e m illions of 
A trica in chains and of giving to these peo­ 
ple th e blessings of C hristianity an d civili­ 
zation, an d if the peoples o f th e tw o great­ 
est pow ers in the w orld, A m erica and Great 
B ritain, were to u n ite in th is great w ork of 
h u m an ity , w ould n ot untold blessings be 
conferred on th e w orld at large by the 
united action of these tw o nations in this 
glorious w ork ? 
A lready prelim inary arrangem ents have 
bsen m ade to organize com m ittees of lead­ 
in g and p rom inent citizens in th e large 
cities of th e U nited States, such as Boston, 
W ashington, New Y ork, P hiladelphia, Bal­ 
tim ore, Chicago, etc., w hich shall confer as 
to w hat action shall be taken to arouse pub­ 
lic opinion and interest in th eU n ited S tates 
on th e A frican slave trade question, and 
w hich shall co-operate w ith sim ilarly con­ 
stituted com m ittees in G reat B ritain." 
I retu rn to E ngland in a few days, b a t 
before leaving I should be glad to give any 
inform ation I can about th is A nglo-A m eri­ 
can m ovem ent.

Slavery i n Africa. 
[Reprinted, by permission, from the pages of 
Scribner’s Magazine, June, 1889. | 
T he closing years of th e n in eteen th cen ­ 
tu ry will present to the future a m oral p h e­ 
nom enon unique in history, th e rise of a 
great, unselfish international m ovem ent for 
the abolition of a single w rong—a w rong 
w hich endangers no in tern atio n al interests, 
w hich affects personally none o f those en ­ 
gaged in crushing it, w hich is dealt w ith 
purely on th e ground of h u m an ity and 
C hristianity. 
T he greater G overnm ents of 
E urope are just now com bined in form ing, 
not the usual defensive alliance to enrich 
them selves or dim inish th e risks of w ar to 
those they love and guard, bu t an offensive 
alliance to save th e lan d of a stranger who 
has no claim bu t his u tter helplessness. 
A nd w hat is of greater significance still, the 
R om an 
Catholic 
and 
th e 
P rotestant 
C hurches have m et for once on a com m on 
ground, and find them selves fighting side 
by side for the redem ption of a co untry be­ 
yond the pale o f either. 
W hen before did 
the nations of the w orld direct th eir poli­ 
tics, w ithout the desire of acquisition, to a 
people w hich was not even a nation, or the 
ecclesiastics devote them selves, w ithout the 
hope of a proselyte, to a land w ithout a 
church ? 
A spectacle of th is im portance deserves 
m ore th an a passing notice, an d I shall try 
in th e follow ing pages to present a bird's- 
eye view of the m ovem ent, th e natu re of 
the evil against w hich it is directed, and 
th e steps th at are being taken for its 
rem edy. 
N otw ithstanding th e recent influx of ex­ 
plorers, Africa is still alm ost an unexplored 
land. 
Its condition is really know n only 
by w hat a geologist w ould call “sections”— 
lines of survey, struck at several w idely 
different points, w ith cross sections here 
and there connecting th em ; and it is only 
by inference from these great travel-routes 
th a t th e m oral and civil structure of the 
country can be r ade out. 
B ut, from the 
fatal u n an im ity upon one or tw o cardinal 
points am ong th e various observers, and 
from th e const!-, nt corroboration o f their 
facts by fresh explorers, th ere is bu t too 
m uch reason to f ar th at these sections are 
typical of the w hole, and th at th e darkness 
of th e D ark C ontinent m ust be held to be 
unrelieved at no single spot. 
A very brief 
citation, therefore, of one or tw o of the 
m ote im p o rtan t w itnesses w iil place the 
facts before th e im agination in all their 
lu rid tru th and darkness. 
A few years ago th e w ell-know n G erm an 
explorer. Captain 
'V issm ann, found h im ­ 
self w ithin a few degrees of th e equator, 
in 
th e 
h e art 
of 
A frica. 
It 
Was 
a region of great 
beanty and fertility, 
w ith forests and rivers, and great an d 
m any-peopled 
tow ns. 
T he inhabitants 
w ert q uiet and peaceable, an d lived a life 
of artless sim plicity and happiness. 
F or 
generations th ey had 
been 
established 
there; they grew m any fruits in tlieir gar­ 
dens, and excelled in th e m anufacture of 
cloth, pottery, ironw are sn d w ood-carving. 
No A rab slayer had ever visited th is coun­ 
try. 
W ithin its borders the very report of 
a gun had never once been heard. 
B ut as 
th e explorer w alked am ong the palm trees 
and m et the k in d ly eyes ot th e country 
people w ho cam e to gaze upon the w hite 
m an, his heart sank. 
T his A rcadia could 
no t last. 
H e knew , from w hat had h a p ­ 
pened in adjacent districts, from w hat h a p ­ 
pens every day in Africa, th a t its fate was 
sealed. 
A ud th e sequel show ed too clearly th at 
his silent prophecy was right. 
Four years 
passed. 
T he sam e traveler led his caravan 
once m ore across this sylvan country. 
"A s 
we approached th e villages we w ondered 
th at no one cam e out to receive us w ith re­ 
joicings, th at no m erry laughter greeted our 
ears. 
W e entered the deep shade of the 
m ighty palm s, an d to th e rig h t and left 
were the clearings w here ou r friends had 
stood. 
Tall grass had overgrow n all th at 
form erly gladdened us. 
T he crops were 
destroyed; everything was laid waste. 
T he 
silence of death breathes over th e lofty 
crow ns of the palm s w aving in th e w ind, 
we enter, and it is in vain we look for the 
happy hom esteads and happy old scenes. 
A charred pole here au d there, a few 
banana trees, are th e only evidences that 
m an once dw elt here. 
Bleached sku lls by 
th e roadside, and the skeletons of hnm an 
hands attached to poles, tells the story of 
what has happened since our last visit.” 
Som e w retched fugitives from them sup­ 
plied the m issing 
lin k s In 
th e 
story. 
"P eople 
w ith long 
w hite 
sh irts 
and 
w earing cloth round there 
heads 
(the 
Arabs) 
had 
been 
th eir 
w ith 
th eir 
chief, w ho was called T ip p u T ib. 
H e 
at 
first 
cam e 
to trade, th en 
he had 
s'olen 
and 
carried 
aw ay 
th e w om en. 
T hose who had opposed h im bad been cut 
dow n or shot, and the greater part of the 
natives had lied to the ravines and forests. 
T he A rabs had rem ained in the place in 
force, as long as there was any chance of 
h u n tin g and finally capturing th e fugitives 
in the woods. 
W hat they could n ot utilize 
they had destroyed or set fire to—in a word, 
everything had been laid waste. T hey had 
passed on. 
T he fugitives had returned to 
their form er hom es, and had endeavored to 
to cultivate and renew th eir fields, and re­ 
build w hat was possible. 
A fter 
three 
m onths T ippu T ib’s hordes had again ap ­ 
peared. an d th e sam e scenes had been re- 
enacttd. and again, for a th ird tim e, three 
m onths later. 
F am ine and th e greatest 
m isery had been thereby produced th ro u g h ­ 
out all th e country ol th e B eneki. 
In 
A frica the results o f fam ine are found 
m ostly in the shape of frightful epidem ics, 
especially suiall-pox. 
I 
was told th at a 
few ot th e fugitives had escapea to the 
W est, b u t only an im perceptibly sm all 
n am b er in com parison w ith those th o u ­ 
sands—I m ay alm ost say m illions—th at I 
had found th ere on m y first visit.” 
T hese statem ents 
told by W issm ann 
him self to a m eeting at Cologne, in O cto­ 
ber, 1888, m ight be paralleled by alm ost 
any traveler who has any experience of re­ 


m ote A frica. 
T he follow ing account, by 
Mr. F re t. M. Moir, of the A frican Lakes 
C om pany, refers to a totally different d is­ 
trict, and I select it, n ot so m uch to em pha 
size th e horrors of slavery, b a t to illustrate 
th e A rabs slaver’s general policy an d his 
m ethod of setting to w ork. 
"W ith in tw enty m iles of th e station, 
w hile we were on om m arch from N yassi 
to T anganyika, th e fertile valley of th e Lofu 
was the scene ot a terrible slave raid. 
An 
A rab, K abunda, w ho had been settled there 
for about ten years, having m any houses 
and slaves, determ ined to go to Z in zib sr 
w ith his ivory. 
So he picked a quarrel 
w ith K a im bw e, th e chief, and took all his 
cattle; 
th en 
organized 
a 
sadden 
raid 
th roughout all th e valley, and every m an, 
w om an and child w ho could be found was 
seized and tied np. 
V ery few m anaged to 
escape him or his keen hunters, and a cara­ 
van was m ade up for th e coast; bu t the 
sm iling valley th at had been know n as the 
G arden of th e T anganyika, from its fertility 
and th e industry o f its people, now silent 
and desolate, was added to th at already 
long stretch of h u n g ry w ilderness through 
w hich we had passed.” 
B ut this in only 
th e first act of th e dram a. 
W7ith the slave 
m arch to th e 
coast 
th e 
real 
tragedy 
begins. 
H ere is th e procession w hich a 
few days afterw ard filed past Mr. M oir’s 
tent: 
"F irs t cam e arm ed m en, dancing, gestic­ 
u latin g and throw ing about th eir guns, as 
only A rabs can do, to th e sound of drum s, 
panpipes and o th er less m usical in stru 
m euts. T hen followed, slow ly and sedately, 
th e great m an him self, accom panied by his 
brother and o th er head m en, his richly 
caparisoned donkey w alking along near by: 
au d surely no greater contrast can be con­ 
ceived th an th at betw een th is courteous, 
w hite-robed A rab, w ith his gold em broidered 
joho, silver sw ord and daggers, and silken 
tu rb an , au d th e m iserable sw arm of naked, 
squalid, h u m an beings th a t he had w ant­ 
only dragged from th eir now ru in ed hom es 
in order to enrich him self. 
B ehind the 
A rab cam e groups of wives and household 
servants, laughing an d talk in g as they 
passed along, carrying th e cam p utensils 
and other im pedim enta oí th eir m asters 
A fter th at the m ain rabble of the caravan, 
th e m en arm ed w ith guns, spears and axes. 
O m inously p rom inent am ong th e loads 
were m any slave-sticks, to be handy if any 
tu rn ed refractory or if any likely stranger 
w ere m et. 
M ingling w ith, and guarded bv 
them , cam e the w retched, overburdened, 
tied-up slaves. 
T he m en w ho m ight still 
have had sp irit to try and escape were 
driven, tied tw o-and-iw o, in th e terrible 
goree or tam in g stick, or in gangs of about 
a dozen, each w ith an iron collar let in to a 
long iron chain, m any, even so soon a f e r 
th e start, staggering u n d er th eir loads. 
A nd th e w om en ! 
I can hardly tru st m y ­ 
self to th in k or speak of th em —they were 
fastened to chains or thick bark ropes; 
very m any, in addition to th eir heavy 
w eight of grain or ivory, carried little 
brow n babies, dear to th e ir hearts as a 
w hite m an ’s child to his 
T he double b u r­ 
den was alm ost too m uch, and still th ey 
struggled w earily on, know ing too well 
th at w hen they show ed signs of fatigue, 
not th e slaver's ivory, but the living child 
w ould be torn from them and throw n aside 
to die. 
One poor old w om an I could not 
help noticing. 
She was carrying a biggish 
boy w ho should have been w alking, but 
w hose thin, w eak legs I a 1 evidently given 
way; she was tottering already; it was the 
suprem e effort 
of 
a 
m other's 
love— 
an d all in vain; 
for th e child, easily 
recognizable, was b rought in to cam p a 
couple of h ours 
later 
by one of m y 
hunters, w ho h ad found him on th e path. 
W e had him cared for, but his poor m other 


atine, “ a fresh victim is se:zed on by th e 
s ave steaiers; no t aa h o u r passes w ithout 
m ore th an fifty being killed or torn from 
th eir h o m e s; and d a rin g th is m o n th of 
A ugust, in w hich I w rite, foriy-fire th o u ­ 
sand m ore victim s are being added to the 
n um bers o f those w ho appeal to us for aid 
and protection from som e of th e foulest 
crim inals th at ever disgraced th e earth .” 
I should w illingly spare th e reader the 
suffering of fu rth er acquaintance w ith the 
actual tacts of th e slave trade, but I am 
com pelled, before closing th e evidence, to 
recall one long dark passage from Mr. 
S tanley's book on th e Congo. 
T he stress 
ot this question m ust alw ays lie, uot upon 
its advocates, b u t sim ply on its witnesses, 
and th e im portance of Mr. S tanley’s testi­ 
m ony form s its ow n apology for th e e x ­ 
trem e length o f the follow ing quotation : 
"O ur guide, Y Jim bila, was told to q u es­ 
tion them as to w hat was th e cause of this 
dism al scene, an d an old m an stood ou t 
and poured forth his tale o f g rief and woe 
w ith an exceeding volubility. 
H e told of 
a sudden and unexpected invasion o f th eir 
village, by n host of leaping, yelling m en 
in the darkness, w ho d inned th eir ears w ith 
m urderous fusillades, slaughtering their 
people as they sprang ou t of th eir burning 
h u ts into th e light of the flam es. 
N ot a 
th ird of th e m en had escaped ; th e larger 
n u m b er o f th e w om en and children had 
been captured and taken away, they know 
not w hither. 
W e discovered th at this 
horde of ban d itti—for in reality an d w ith­ 
out disguise, th ey were n o th in g else—was 
under th e leadership of severa: chiefs, but 
principally u n d er K arem a and K ibunga. 
T hey had started sixteen m o u th s previ­ 
ously from W ane-K irundu, about th irty 
m ilts below V inya N jara. 
F o r eleven 
m onths th e band bad been raiding success­ 
fully betw een th e C oneoand the Lubiranzi, 
on th e left bank. 
T hey had th en u n d er­ 
taken to perform th e sam e cruel w ork be­ 
tw een th e B iyerre an d W ane-K irundu. 
On looking at m y m ap, I find th a t such a 
territory w ithin the area described would 
cover superficially 16 240 square geograph­ 
ical m iles on th e left bank an d 10 500 m iles 
on th e right, all of w hich in statu te m ile­ 
age w ould be equal to 34 700 square m iles, 
ju st 2,000 square m iles greaier th an the 
island 
of 
Ireland, in h ab ited by about 
1.U00 000 people. 
T he band w hen it set 
o ut from K iru n d u num bered 300 fighting 
m en. arm ed w ith flint-locks, double-bar­ 
relled percussion-gnns an d a few breech­ 
loaders. T h eir follow ers or dom estic slaves 
an d w om en doubled this force. 
W ithin 
th e incloture was a series o f low sheds ex­ 
tending m any lines deep from th e im m e- 
d ia'e edge of the clay b ank in lan d 100 
yards, 
in length the cam p was about 300 
yards. 
A t th e landing place below were 
tifiy-four long canoes, varying in carrying 
capacity. 
E ach m ight convey from ten to 
100 people. 
T h e first general im pressions 
are th at th e cam p is m uch too densely 
peopled for com tort. 
T here are row s o f 
d ark nakedness, relieved here an d there 
by-the w hite dresses of the captors. 
T here 
are lines or groups of naked form s, u p ­ 
right, standing or m oving about listlessly; 
n ak ed bodies are stretched 
u n d e r 
the 
sheds in ail positions, 
naked legs in ­ 
num erable are seen in th e perspective 
of prostrate sleepers; 
there are count­ 
less 
naked 
children — m any 
¡mere 
in fa n 's—form s of boyhood and girlhood, 
an d occasionally a drove of absolutely 
naked old w om en bending u n d er a basket 
of fuel, or cassava-tubers, or bananas, who 
are driven th ro u g h ih e m oving groups bv 
tw o o r three m usketeers. 
On paying m ore 
attention to details, I observed th at m ostly 
all are fettered; y ouths w ith iron rings 
around their necks, through w hich a chain, 
like one of our boat a n ch o rc h aiu s, is rove, 
w ould never know . 
A lready, d u rin g th e i securing th e captives by tw enties. 
T he 
three days’ jo u rn ey from L iendw e, death 
h ad been freeing the captives. 
It was well 
for them ; still we could not help sh u d d er­ 
ing as, in the darkness, we heard th e how l 
of the hyenas along th e track .” 
A ccording to th e usual com putation of 
travelers, th e m ortality d uring th e slave 
inarch from the in terio r to th e coast is 
set dow n at fifty per cent. 
In som e cases 
it m ay be less, b ut in others it is u n ­ 
doubtedly m ore, th e difference depend­ 
ing 
on 
clim ate, 
th e 
n atu re 
o f the 
country 
traversed, 
and 
especially 
th e 
use to w hich th e slaves are to be p u t w hen 
they reach th e ir destination. 
In som e 
caravans the able-bodied m en receive all 
the attention, 
th e slaves being left to 
straggle on and live or die as it m ay be. 
In others, th e w om en and children alone 
are needed, w hile th e m en, as a possible 
source of danger, are eith er killed or a l­ 
low ed to escape. 
In eith er case the loss of 
life by cruelty, starvation, fatigue or m u r­ 
der, is an elem ent in fram ing a count against 
th eslav e trade w hich m ust be seriously con­ 
sidered. 
N o one w ho understands how h u m an life 
is estim ated by savage peoples w ill doubt 
th e shocking and revolting accounts of 
travelers regarding this phase of th e traffic; 
and no one w ho know s w hat an A rab’s 
heart is m ade of w ill m ake any discount 
even for th e exaggeration o f an orator, as 
he listens to th e follow ing citation from a 
speech delivered th e other day in L ondon 
by C ardinal Lavigerie: 
"T h e m en w ho appear th e strongest, and 
w hose escape is to be feared, have th eir 
han d s tied, and som etim es th eir feet, in 
such fashion th at w alking Recomes a tor­ 
tu re to them : an d on th eir necks are placed 
yokes w hicn attach several of them to­ 
gether. 
T hey m arch all day; at night 
w hen th ey stop to rest, a few handfuls of 
raw ‘sorgho’ are distributed am ong the 
captives. 
T his is all th eir 
food. 
N ext 
m orning they m ust start again. 
B ut after 
the first day or tw o th e fatigue, th e suffer­ 
ings, and the privations have w eakened a 
great m any. 
T he w om en and th e aged are 
first to h alt. 
T hen in order to strike terror 
in to th is m iserable m ass o f h u m an beings, 
th eir conductors, arm ed w ith a wooden bar 
to econom ize pow der, approach those w ho 
appear to be th e m ost exhausted and deal 
them a terrible blow on th e nape o f th e 
neck. 
T he u n fo rtu n ate victim s n tte r a 
cry and fall to th e ground in th e convul­ 
sions o f death. 
T he terrified troop im m e­ 
diately resum es its m arch. 
T error has im ­ 
bued even th e w eakest w ith new strength. 
Each lim e som e one breaks dow n, th esam e 
horrible scene is repeated. 
A t nig h t, on 
arriving at th eir halting-place, after the 
first days of such a life, a no t less frightful 
scene aw aits th em . 
T he traffickers in 
h n m an flesh have acquired by experience 
a know ledge of how m uch th eir victim s 
can endure. 
A glance show s them those 
w ho w ill soon sink from w eariness; then, 
to econom ize th e scanty food w hich they 
distribute, they pass behind these w retched 
beings and fell them w ith a single blow. 
T h eir corpses rem ain w here they fall, w hen 
they are not suspended on the branches of 
th e neighboring trees; and it is close to 
them th a t th eir com panions are obliged to 
eat 
and 
to sleep. 
B ut 
w h at 
sleep 1 
it 
m ay 
be 
easily 
im agined. 
A m ong 
the young negroes snatched by us from 
th is hell and restored to liberty, there are 
som e w ho, long afterw ard, w ake up every 
night, sh rieking fearfully. 
T hey behold 
again, in th eir dream s, the abom inable and 
bloody scenes w hich they have w itnessed. 
Iu this m an n er th e weary tram p continues 
—som etim es for m onths, w hen the caravan 
com es from a distance. 
T heir num ber 
dim inishes daily. If, goaded by their cruel 
sufierings, som e attem p t to rebel or to es­ 
cape, th eir fierce m asters cut them dow n 
w ith th eir sw ords, and leave them as they 
lie along th e road, attached to one another 
by th eir yflkes. 
Therefore it has been 
tru ly said th at if a traveler lost th e way 
leading from 
E quatorial A frica to the 
tow ns w here slaves are sold, be could 
easily find it again by the skeletons ot the 
negroes w ith w hich it is strew ed.” 
C ardinal Lavigerie, be it rem em bered, 
does no t speak here as th e m ere rh e to r­ 
ician. 
As 
A rchbishop o f Algiers, 
he 
kDows A frica 
personally. 
As 
R om an 
C atholic P rim ate of Africa, he is in cease­ 
less com m unication w ith th e m issionaries 
of his church in the S ahara region, the Up­ 
per Congo and ihe g rta t lakes from the 
south of T anganyika to th e sources ot the 
N ile. 
"O u r m issionaries at T anganyika 
w rite to us,” he ssys, " th a t there is not a 
single day in w hich they do not see pass 
caravans of slaves w hich have been brought 
from afar as carriers for (lie ivory, or from 
th e m arkets of th e interior, lik e h um an 
cattle. 
N ever in any part o f th e know n 
world, or in the pages of its history, has 
there been such butchery an d m urder, and 
such contem pt for h u m an life. 
A lready, 
m illions of hu m an beings have th u s been 
m urdered d uring th e last qu arter of a cen­ 
tu ry , but the num bers increase continually, 
and on the high plateaus of th e interior 
th e figures given by our m issionaries su r­ 
pass those given by C am eron for th e siave 
trade of the Zam besi an d N yasía.” 
O ue w ould have th o u g h t th e figures of 
C am eron here referredjto im possible to beat 
"E very m in u te,” he w rote lately in a mag- 


children over ten are secured by these cop­ 
per rings, each ringed leg brought together 
by th e central ring, w hich accounts for the 
ap p aren t iistlessnessness of m ovem ent I 
observed on first com ing in presence of 
th is curious scene. 
T he m others are se­ 
cured by sh o rter chains, aro u n d w hom 
th eir respective progeny o f infants are 
grouped, h id in g the cruel iron lin k s that 
fall in loops or festoons on th eir m am m as’ 
breasts. 
T h ere is not an ad u lt m an captive 
am ong them . 
T he slave traders adm it 
they have o nly 2,300 cip tiv es in this fold, 
yet they have raided (hrough th e length 
an d breadth of a country larger th an Ire ­ 
land, bringing fire and spreading carnage 
w ith lead an d iron. 
B oth banks of the 
river show th a t 118 villages and 43 districts 
have been devastated, ou t of w hich is only 
educed th is scanty profit of 2,300 fem áles 
ar.d children, an d about 2,000 tusks of 
ivory! the spears, sw ords, bows an d the 
quivers of arrow s show th at m an y adults 
have fallen. 
G iven 
th a t 
118 villages 
w ere peopled ODly 
by 
1.000 each, we 
have only a profit of tw o per c e n t, and 
by 
th e 
tim e 
all 
these 
captives have 
been snbjected to the accidents of th e river 
voyage to K iru n d u and N yangw ee.of cam p 
life and its h arsh m iseries, to th e havoc of 
sm all-pox, and th e pests w hich m iseries 
breed, there w ill only rem ain a scant one 
per cent, upon th e bloody venture. 
T hey 
tell m e, how ever, th at th e convoys already 
arrived a t N yangw ee w ith slaves captured 
in th e in terio r have been as great as th eir 
present band. 
F ive expeditions have com e 
and gone w ith th eir booty of ivory and 
slaves, and these five expeditions have now 
com pletely w eeded the large territory de­ 
scribed above. 
If each expedition has been 
as successful as this, th e slave traders have 
been enabled to obtain 5,000 w om en and 
children safe to N yangw ee, K irundu, and 
Y ibondo, above th e S tanley F alls. 
T his 
5.000 out of an an n u al m illion will be at 
the rate of a h a lf per c e n t. or 5 slaves ou t 
of 1,000 people. 
T h is is poor profit ou t of 
such large w aste of life, for originally we 
assum e th e slaves to have m ustered about 
10.000 in num ber. 
To obtain 2 300 slaves 
o ut o f th e 118 villages they m ust have shot 
a ro u n d n am b er of 2,500 people, w hile 
1,300 m en died by th e w ay-side through 
scant provisions an d th e in ten sity of th eir 
hopeless w retchedness. 
H ow n iany are 
w ounded an d die in th e forest or droop to 
death th ro u g h an overw helm ing sense of 
th eir calam ities we do no t know ; but if 
the above figures are trustw orthy, th en the 
outcom e from th e territory w ith its m illion 
of souls is 5,000 slaves, obtained at the 
cruel expense o f 33,000 lives ! 
A nd such 
sla v es! 
T here are fem ales o r young ch il­ 
dren w ho cannot ru n aw ay, or w ho w ith 
y outhful indifference w ill soon forget the 
terrors of th eir c a p tu re ! 
Y et each o f th e 
very sm allest infants has cost th e life o f a 
father, and perhaps his three stout brothers 
and three grow n-up daughters. 
A n entire 
fam ily of six souls have been done to death 
to obtain th a t sm all, feeble, useless child. 
T hese are m y th o u g h ts as I look upon the 
horrible scene. E very second d uring w hich 
I regard them th e clink of fetters and chains 
strikes upon m y ears. 
My eyes catch sight 
of th at continual lifting of the hand to ease 
the neck in th e collar, or as it displays a 
m anacle exposed through a m uscle being 
irritated by its w eight or w ant of fitness. 
My nerves are offended w ith the rancid ef­ 
fluvium of th e unw ashed herds w ithin this 
h u m an kennel. 
T he sm ell of o th er abom i­ 
n ations annoys m e in th at vitiated atm os­ 
phere. 
F or how could poor people, bound 
and riveted together by tw enties, do o th er­ 
wise th an w allow in filth? 
O nly the old 
w om en are taken out to forage. 
T hey dig 
out th e cassava-tubers and search for the 
banana; w hile the guard, w ith m usket 
ready, keenly w atches for th e com ing of 
the revengeful native. 
Not m uch food can 
be procured in th is m anner, and w hat ia 
obtained is throw n dow n in a heap before 
each gang to a t once cause an unseem ly 
scram ble. 
M any of these poor things have 
been already m o n th s fettered in this m an ­ 
ner, an d th eir bones stand out in bold re ­ 
lief in the atten u ated skin w hich hangs 
dow n in th in w rinkles and puckers.” 
It is enough. 
O ur hearts are sick w ith 
slaughter. 
Let th e w itnesses stand dow n. 
Is th e sm oke of th is torm ent to go up for 
ever and ever? R em em ber th at these deeds 
of blood and darkness are no isolated facts, 
no tem porary m isfortunes, no tifere passing 
accidents of th e savage state. T hey are sam ­ 
ples of a sustained, accepted an d carefully 
organized system of cruelty and m urder 
w hich pervades and penetrates every corner 
of this co n tin en t. Do not let it besupposed 
th at this h o rro r is over, th at this day of 
tribulation is at an end. 
T his horror and 
th is day are now . 
It is not even abating. 
Slavery is on th e increase. 
T im e, civiliza­ 
tion, C hristianity are not really touching it. 
No fact in relation to the slave trade is m ore 
appalling th an this. 
T he fact of th is in ­ 
crease, for a tim e denied, then doubted, has 
at last been reluctantly adm itted, even by 
th e G overnm ent of E ngland. 
In a Gov­ 
ern m en t B lue-book issued only th e other 
day, H er M ajesty's Consul for th e Som ali 
coast reports th a t “ the slave trade has been 
very active of late. 
On th e 16th o f Sep­ 
tem ber, 
1888, Captain G issing captured 
three dhow s an d brought 204 slaves to 
A den.” 
T h e C onsul at Z anzibar write* 


(Septem ber, 18SS), to th e M arquis of Salis­ 
bury : 
"T here is a m arked increase ia the 
slave traffic carried on under the protection 
of th e F reueh flag." 
T he C onsul fu rth er 
states th a t dhow s carrying F rench colors 
were constantly an d regularly leaving for 
th e Corm oro Islands, M ayotta. and M ada­ 
gascar, loaded w ith slaves. In Ju n e, 1SSS. 
B rigadier G eneral Ilogg. dating from the 
A den R esidency, w iote to the- B om bay 
G o v e rn m en t: 
■ I have th e h -nor to bring 
to th e notice of iheG overr.m ent th at I have 
from tim e to tim e received reports of the 
activity of th e slave trade from th e n eigh­ 
borhood of th e G ulf of T sjourra. anil I 
deem it ruy d uty to inform 
ihe G overn­ 
m en t o f this fact w ith a view to such ac­ 
tion beiug taken as m ay be deem ed ad ­ 
visable.” T u rn in g to a very different region, 
we find Consul O 'N eill addressing a letter to 
the M arquis of Salisbury w ith reference to 
th e coast of M ozam bique: 
“ I have the 
honor to say th at w ith th e opinion th at the 
E ast A frican slave trade has received som e 
considerable im pulse, and has greatly in ­ 
creased and strengthened, I am com pelled 
regretfully bu t entirely to concur. T he evi­ 
dence I have m yself received from th e in ­ 
terior is of a sim ilar n ature." 
T he P o rtu ­ 
guese authorities in th at district concur in 
these statem ents. 
T hus th e com m andant 
of th e lately established m ilitary post of 
Mji M kw ali, in his m onthly report o f th e 
state of the province,calm ly w rites,under the 
heading "C om m erce ” : 
"T h e sole trade of 
this district, at th e present, is in slaves. ' 
T he cause of this revived activity o f the 
slave trade is n ot far to seek. 
It is" the nor­ 
m al expansion of a paying business. 
M ore 
m en engage in it; m ore capital is invested 
in it. 
T he A rab never retires from busi­ 
ness. 
W ith th e profits of his first sm all 
c ira v an he equips aud heads a larger one. 
As the years pass, his flying colum ns grow 
larger an d larger, and fiercer an d fiercer. 
Now he can attack w ith im p u n ity a region 
w hich, in form er days, he m ust have let 
alone. Form erly he fraternized an d traded 
w ith th e great in terio r nations; now he 
overthrow s an d carries them off bodily. 
H aving m uch capital and better fire arm s 
h e can p u sh farther and farth er into the 
country, establishing depots as he goes, 
w hich becom e m inor centres o f th e trade. 
L ong ago th e A rab dsred uot venture be­ 
yond a lim ited distance from the coast-line. 
Now he pervades an d alm ost d om inates the 
continent. 
As one region after an o th er is 
drained of its slaves and ivory, fresh and 
rem oter fields have to be sought out. 
So 
hom e after hom e is m ade desolate, re­ 
gion after region is ravished. State after 
State is dem olished, N ation after N ation 
is m ow ed dow n like grass. 
Such being 
th e state of m atters in th e in terio r of the 
country, to talk of the civilization of Africa 
till th is butchery is stopped is but a m ock­ 
ery. 
No nation has eith er tim e, or heart, 
or encouragem ent to im prove. 
To be rich 
is to excite cupidity an d invite d isa ster; to 
he poor is to ba th e prey o f th e first m u r­ 
dering A rab w ho happens to pass th at 
wav. 
W here do the slaves go to? 
W h at is 
th eir final m arket and destination ? 
These 
questions are am ong the first to be asked 
by those w hose interest is aw akened in the 
slave trade, aud the answ ers are not so easy 
to put together. 
I d the first place m u lti­ 
tudes are used up as m ere beasts o f b u rd e r. 
T he m ortality in a slave caravan has a l­ 
ready been referred to. 
Now, in all cases 
w here a slave w ho ¡3 a carrier or porter 
succum bs on the m arch, a fresh m an has to 
be secured from som e neighboring tribe to 
carry on his load. 
V acancies caused by 
desertion are supplied in th e sam e way 
T h e vacancies caused a aio n g th e local 
tribes d u e to th e filling u p of these vacan­ 
cies, 8gain, have to be supplied by fresh 
seizure of slaves from su rro u n d in g tribes, 
so th a t a perpetual circulation of this 
h u m an currency is set in m otion. 
Again, 
the dom estic staves of th e coa3t regions 
were for a long tim e draine I aw ay by sh ip ­ 
m ent from th e various slaving ports 
T he 
supply th roughout vast littoral territories 
was th u s exhausted, and had to be contin­ 
uously replenished from caravans arriving 
trom the interior. 
T hese dom estic slaves 
were absolutely necessary to th e coast tribes 
for household and agricultural purposes, 
an d there can be no doubt th at enorm ous 
num bers of slaves have lately been ab-sorbed 
to replace those exported from th e littoral 
zone at earlier periods. 
B ut, in addition to this, it is an open se ­ 
cret th at several large and defined m arkets 
for slaves exist in m any parts of A frica and 
th e adjoining islands. 
Off th e Zanzibar 
coast, for instance, theex ten siv e plantations 
of Pem ba are w rought 
by slave labor. 
O w ing to the n atu re of th e w ork and the 
fatal insalubrity of the clim ate, the death- 
rate here is terrible, aud a ceaseless traffic 
w ith the coast has to be kept up to supply 
th e alm ost daily blanks. 
T he slavers of 
the M ozam bique channel find a ready 
m arket in th e Comoro islands, and even in 
M adagascar. 
A byssinia, again, has m any 
slave m arkets, th e slaves being taken over­ 
land to R oheita, on th e south of Assab bay, 
w hence th ey are shipped d u rin g th e night 
in dhow s to Jeddah, H odeida, an d else­ 
w here in A rabia. 
T am in g to the n o rth of 
th e co ntinent, we find th a t alm ost every 
tow n in M orocco is furnished w ith its slave 
m arket. 
A few years ago these m arkets ex­ 
isted in all th e M editerranean provinces, 
and they are still in active life everyw here 
south of th e E uropean boundaries’ 
In a 
word, it m ay be said th at alm ost every M o­ 
ham m edan tow n in th e country is a receiv­ 
ing an d distributing center for slaves. 
W hat, now , is being done to cope w ith 
this far-reaching and still-grow ing w rong? 
T h at a cry so piteous and aw ful should 
have long ago w rung th e heart of th e civ i­ 
lized world was to be expected. 
Let us see 
in how m any w ays and from w hat diverse 
sources th e needed h elp begins to come. 
M any great an d pow erful ages are already 
enlisted in th is 
cause, 
and 
som e are 
actually 
em barked 
upon 
th e 
struggle. 
T hese fall in to four classes—philanthropic, 
political, m ilitary and co m m e rcial; but, 
from th e way in w hich th e ir various in ­ 
terests are linked together, it w ill no t be 
possible to separate them in m aking a few 
rem arks upon each. 
In the forem ost ran k am ong those to re­ 
ceive honorable m ention in contending 
w ith th e slave trade m ust be placed th at 
venerable an d influential institu tio n , th e 
B ritish and Foreign A uti-Slavery Society. 
T his society h as m ade it its one aim to 
locus public attention upon the evils of 
slavery in every part o f th e w orld, and, by 
agitation at public m eetings, by the steady 
dissem ination o f literature, and by the per­ 
sonal influence of its few bu t devoted m em ­ 
bers, has form ed and guided public and 
parliam entary opinion in E ngland th ro u g h ­ 
ou t a long course of years. 
Its m onthly 
m agazine, th e 
A nti Slavery Repcn ter, of 
w hich th e eighth volum e ot a fourth series 
lies before m e as I w rite, is th e classic of 
slavery literatnre, and contains a stoiehonse 
of carefully sifted facts upon every aspect 
of the question. 
T he creed of the society 
m ay be gathered from a single clause of it's 
c o n stitu tio n : 
“ T hat, so long as slavery exists, there is 
no reasonable prospect of th e an n ih ilatio n 
of the slave trade, aud ot extinguishing the 
sale and barter of h um an beings ; th at th e 
extinction of slavery and the slave trade 
w ill ba attained m ost effectually by the 
em ploym ent of those m eans w hich are of a 
m oral, religious and pacific character ; and 
th at no m easures be resorted to by this 
society, in th e prosecution of these objects, 
bu t such as are in entire accordance w ith 
these principles.” 
^Vith the first tw o clauses of this sentence 
m ost m en m ust be, in the m ain, agreed. 
T he abolition of the status of slavery, could 
th at be brought about, w ould of course a n ­ 
n ih ilate th e slave trade. 
B ut how could 
that be brought a b o u t! 
By a declaration, 
it is said—a declaration by all the E uropean 
powers, including T urkey, in International 
Conference assem bled, th a t the status of 
slavery was no longer to be recognized, and 
that, therefore, any traffic in this com ­ 
m odity m ust be held as contraband or 
piratical an d punished accordingly.

even w here an E uropean pow er has raised 
its standard over a native territory, its ow n 
existence there is in m ost cases too precari­ 
ous to be periled by any serious attem p t to 
extirpate so ancient a custom as that, for in ­ 
stance, of dom estic slavery. 
T h at the 
abolition o f th e status of slavery w ould be 
a valuable auxiliary to those m eans of a

A s favorable opportunities 
open of closing m arkets o r o f snatch in g 
th e prey from the very arm s of th e slaver 
are we not to utilize th e forces and re­ 
sources o f civ ilizitio n effectual for th at p u r­ 
pose? 
T h e slaver cannot be caught in da- 
grant* delicto an d dealt w ith 
~ 
w ithout th e show , and, if necessary, th e 
application o f forces o th er th an n:orai. 
T h e 
A nti-slavery Society 
w ould 
itself 
countenance p unishm ent before a form al 
trib u n al after th e practice o f slavery hss 
been declared illegal. 
B u t till th at h o u r j 
has come, an inform al trib u n al m ust take 
its place, an d th e way be paved for the in ­ 
troduction of the m ore peaceful, m ore per­ 
m an en t and m ore beneficent influences so 
ju stly advocated by it. 
A t th is m om ent a freshly-organ!zed slav­ 
ing center has ju st been erected in the 
heart o f one of the m ost hopeful districts 
in A frica—the n o rth end of Lake Nyassa. 
C ivilizing and m issionary agencies! after 
years of w ork, and after th e m ost serious 
cost in lives and m oney, were just begin­ 
ning to tell upon th at country. 
B ut t v no­ 
th in g is now disorganized, paralyzed , 
d 
put to contusion; an d u n til these A rab :u- 
truders are driven f om ttieir in tren ch n irr t 
n o fu rth er progress can be dream - i-oé 
T he very existence of th e tribes wh . arc 
there being w orked upon is tnreatened, and 
those w ho know the local conditions in ti­ 
m ately are com pelled, against all their 
previous policy and inclinations, to t.al; tor 
th e help o f arm s. 
F o rtu n ately this cm for 
help has been heard by w illing ears and a 
N yassa defense fund is now be:n.g raised in 
Scotland to deal practically w ith this spe­ 
cial crisis. 
But it is evident that if action along this 
lin e is to be taken at all it m ust not be 
local or tem porary or spasm odic, but an 
organized system w itii ram ifications in 
every qu arter of the continent. A nd hence 
schem es of a larger k in d are being dis- 
cussed.^ T h e general basis of these p ro ­ 
posals is to have arm ed boats on th e great 
in lan d lakes, w ith depots of m en here and 
there, w ho w ould act as a sort of poliee- 
patrol. 
To be m ore th an child’s-play such 
schem es w ould have to be international in 
ch aracter; and co-operation betw een all 
th e countries an d agencies at w ork iu 
A frica w ould be a first condition of success. 
Tw o things give one hope that som e such 
schem e m ay yet take definite shape. 
T he 
first is th e form ation of A nti Slavery Soci­ 
eties all over E urope 
M ainly as the re­ 
su lt of th e noble crusade o f C ardinal Lavi­ 
gerie, these societies are now organized in 
G erm any, France an d B elgium , and others 
are follow ing in Italy . Spain, and other 
countries of E urope. Large sum s of m oney 
are pouring in to their treasuries. Pope Leo 
X III. having headed the subscription lists 
w ith a donation of 300,000 francs. 
W h at 
th e policy of these various societies m ay be 
rem ains to be seen, but the m ere aw aken­ 
ing o f an in 'erest so w idespread an d prac­ 
tical m ust be an im p o rtan t factor in th e 
s iluiion o f th e problem . 
T he second hopeful sign is th e adoption 
of the anti-slavery policy by th e G erm an 
R eichstag, an d its oo operation w ith E n g ­ 
land in th e blockade of the Zanzibar coast. 
G erm any 
has a 
great 
and 
m o m en t­ 
ous future 
in 
relation to 
this 
ques­ 
tion. 
\ ast tracts of A frica are now u n ­ 
der her wing, and if she rises to her 
opportunity im m ediate progress m ay be 
m ade. 
B ut 
th e 
practical 
interest 
of 
E ngland and G erm any m ust no t be lim ited 
to this. 
M erely to operate on th e coast is 
not even to do h a lf the w ork. 
T he real 
m ischief is in the in terio r. 
It is there the 
A rab m ust be dealt w ith ; and even apart 
from th at A rab slavery w hich finds its m ain 
outlet at the various seaports, th e raiding 
o f A frican chief against chief and of larger 
t.’ibe against w eaker is in som e instances 
alm st as bad. 
N ow here is there any real 
security to th e native eith er of life or 
p ro p e rty ; the w hole country, in a word, 
requires ad m inistration. 
A ny 
schem e, 
therefore, w hich is to perm anently im prove 
th e country m ust strike at once for its 
heart. 
A nd on the whole, and u n til the 
various colonizing ¡n d m issionary agencies 
have begun to tell upon th e lives and habits 
of th e people, th e establishm ent of som e 
definite policy o f adm in istratio n th ro u g h ­ 
out th e interior seem s to be th e m ost ra ­ 
tional policy. 
W e say police 
adm inistration, rath er 
th an m ilitary. 
A n international m ilitary 
system w ould be alm ost im possible in prac­ 
tice, but this is not the m ain reason. 
It 
w ould be of th e first im portance to teach 
both A frican and A rab th e distinction be­ 
tw een a police an d a m ilitary system . T he 
policem an is a protector, the "soldier is an 
aveDger—so, at least, it w ould be in A f­ 
rica. 
Soldiers w ould necessarily be re­ 
garded as e n em ies; w ith wise and patient 
m anagem ent, police patrols m ig h t com e to 
be looked upon as guardians of th e peace. 
T he w orst th in g th a t coaid possibly h ap ­ 
pen, either for the slave trade, for th e A f­ 
rican, or for th e E uropean in Africa, w ould 
be the letting loose upon th is co ntinent of 
expeditions of m ere fighting m en who 
from tim e to tim e w ould raid across the 
co untry and leave behind them only a 
trail of blood and hate. 
To do this is so 
easy ; its cheap glory seem s so r e a l; an 
im m ediate end is som etim es served—taese 
th in g s are th e tem ptation of th e m an who 
has pow er in A frica. 
B ut no m an should 
be given pow er in A frica w ho has not 
learned th e greater pow er o f self-control, 
o f a policy of patience, of th e w isdom of 
quiet w ork for large and possibly rem ote 
ends. 
A sensational success m ay here and 
there bring m om entary relief, but only a 
large, k indly, and restrained effort, carried 
o u t by m en w hose heads are cool and 
w hose hearts are w arm , can ever em anci­ 
pate Africa. 
W h at we look for then, lor Africa, is a 
lim ited occupation, th e m ost lim ited con­ 
ceivable, of picked m en, w ho w ould ingra­ 
tiate them selves w ith the various tribes, 
w ho w ould explain tb eir m ission every­ 
w here as th ey weDt, and give the A rab to 
understand th at they were there for a single 
purpose 
W h at th e native tribes really 
w ant is leaders, an d access to the m onitions 
of m odern w arfare. 
B oth o f these w ould 
be supplied if necessary from th e proposed 
depots, bu t the m ere presence of these 
agencies in th e country w ould probably 
ren d er actual w arfare an exceptional cir­ 
cum stance. 
B ut th e best resu lt w ould be th at under 
th e m oral and physical support of these 
agents the various civilizing, colonizing, 
trading and m issionary enterprises w ould 
advance w ith rapid strides and overun the 
co untry—in tim e replacing th e very agents 
w hich fostered them in to being. ’ It is to 
these enterprises th at we are to look for the 
lasting good to A frica, th e m ilitary or po­ 
lice elem ent being only an unfortunate 
p relim inary necessity. 
T he m en to w hom 
this adventurous and benevolent com m is­ 
sion w ould be given w ould be selected 
persons, lay an d m ilitary, trom th e differ­ 
ent nations interested in "the pacification of 
A frica. 
Som e of these w ould be paid, 
others m ig h t be volunteers. 
Is there any 
reason w hy a few young m en, w hom Fate, 
kind or u n k in d , has rendered independent 
as regards pecuniary and dom estic ties, 
should not espouse this holy cause, and find 
a fitting career for at least a few of the 
strongest years ot th eir life in delivering 
th is nation of children from th eir long 
reign of terro r? 
T he ran k and file of the 
patrol-corps, u n d er th eir leadership, m ight 
be largely A fricans, or even natives o f In ­ 
dia, judiciously chosen and 
trained to 
h andle a gun. 
B ut th e ball only needs to 
be set rolling. 
T here is know ledge enough 
in th e w orld o f A frican ways an d habits to 
guarantee th e details. 
Such ideas as these are already possessing 
the public m ind in E ngland. 
E veryw here 
m eetings are being held to disciiss this 
question. 
T he G overnm ent, th e C hurch, 
and the m ost fam ous nam es in th e country 
are interested in i t ; and th e tim e for action 
on the large scale cannot be far away. 
W h at w ill A m erica do to h e lp ?" T im e 
w as w hen the U nited States kept a cruiser 
on the west coast of A frica to check th is 
trade. 
B ut w hen th e attitu d e of A m erica 
to the Congo treaty is rem em bered, and her 
refusal to touch th e question of exporta­ 
tion to Africa of arm s, am m u n itio n and 
liquor, can it be said th at she keeps her 
place to-day in th a t m oral reform ation of 
th e w orld w hich is th e d u ty an d privilege 
of all th e forem ost n atio n s? Is it true of 
th at 
C onstitution of 
w hich 
she is so 
w orthily proud, th a t w ith reference to 
these questions, an d in th e w ords of the 
P rim e M inister of E n g la n d : "The.y (the 


th e peculiarities o f th eir C onstitution, th ey 
are not very anxious to enter in to obliga­ 
tions w ith foreign pow ers ? ” 
A m erica has 
never been provincial. 
She m ust not be­ 
com e so. ^ So m anifold an d pressing are 
now th e interests of h er ow n great country 
th a t she m ight also be pardoned if she did. 
B u t th e w orld will be bew ildered an d dis­ 
appointed if she separates herseif now 
D ent th e rest o f m an k in d in facing those 
great w rongs o f h u m an ity from w hich seas 
cannot divide her an d w hich h er poorer 
breih ren in every p art of E urope are giving 
them selves to relieve. 
A m erica does well 
in refusing th e entanglem ents of E uropean 
. . 
, politics. 
Let h er be careful lest she isolate 
effectively 
herself from its h u m an ities. 
N one w ho 
know h er w ill fear for a m om ent th a t th e 
breadth o f h e r sy m p ath ies an d the great­ 
ness o: her national heart w ill not continue 
to be show n in h e r sustained p h ila n th ro ­ 
pies, in h er j in in g h an d to blind w ith the 
advanced n ations of th e earth in helping 
on all u n iv ersal causes w hich tind th tir 
appeal in th e w urid's great n eed and trib-. 
nlation.

SOME SUGGESTIONS FOE CALIFOENIA 
POULTRY -EAISEES. 


li 


H o rses P a r t T h e ir n a ir in th e M iddle— 
B reed in g Saddle H o rses—G en­ 
e ra l F a rm N otes. 


Mrs. E. P. Duden, of Lake House, in 
this county, is one of the most successful 
poultry-raisers in the State. She writes 
as follows on the reasons why we import 
eegs from the Eastern States: 
“Signs of a break in prices were observ­ 
able this morning. 
Three cars of Eastern 
eggs have arrived, and others are at 
hand.” 
Such was the news in the market 
report of last Saturday. And yet it is a 
common thing to hear California farmers 
say it does not pay to raise poultry. If it 
is true that, with all the natural advan­ 
tages we posses* over the Eastern States, 
they can ship eggs and poultry here, cut 
down the prices and crowd us out of the 
market, there must he something wrong. 
If poultry-raising can be profitable in such 
thickly settled States as New York, Ohio 
and Indiana, where there are more poul- 
try-yards in one county than in the whole 
State of California, why should not the 
business pay here? Think of the long, 
cold winters, and though the poultry- 
houses are built so tight that windows 
have to be provided for the admission of 
light and air, they are very fortunate if a 
large percentage of the fowls do not come 
out in the spring with frozen combs and 
toes. 
Water has to be carried to them 
three times a day, and warmed at that, or 
it will be frozen before reaching the poul­ 
try. 
I think the trouble with the average 
California farmer is that he thinks poultry- 
raising too small a business to engage in 
systematically. Too long it has been left 
to the wife and children on .he farm, who 
have not had the time to give the poultry 
proper attention. 
Many a farmer who would get up at four 
or five o’clock every morning and clean 
out the stables, put in fresh straw every 
night for the cows and horses, would feel 
well satisfied with himself if he cleaned 
out his poultry house twice a year. And 
such small matters as fresh water every 
day in clean drinking vessels, variety of 
food 
and various other little things 
probably would not be thought of at all. 
If, in consequence of such a slip-shod way 
of doing things, the fowls become diseased 
and infested with vermin, and “biddy” re­ 
fuses to perform her duty of shelling out 
eggs—why, poultry does not pay. 
But I 
think we are improving, and there is room 
for still further improvement. 
While 
Californians take such pride in raising tiue 
horses and cattle, the production of fine 
poultry, and in greater quantity, should be 
of equal, if not more, importance. From 
recent statistics the production of eggs in 
the United States, in a single 
year, 
amounted to a larger sum than that of 
any one of the more important cereals. 
Great number of eggs are imported into 
the United States every year, thereby 
cheapening home production. 
And if we 
do not want the foreign hens to come into 
competition with our own native born 
“biddies,” we must raise more and better 
chickens, take better care of them and the 
result will bemoreeggs. California poultry- 
men should bear in mind that with oiir 
natural advantages, and by following the 
Eastern poultrymen’s rule, which is atten­ 
tion to details, there is no reason why we 
should not excel in poultry, as we do in 
everything else. 
Give the 
California 
chanticleer a chance, and he will rival the 
national bird himself. 


TIIE HORSE’S MANE. 
v 'An English writer observes that the 
oest-hred and thinnest-skinned horses have 
very tittle mane; it is not only thin and 
line, hut the hair is short. 
A heavy, mat­ 
ted mane means a low-bred, coarse horse. 
I am inclined to think that in a state of 
nature the mane divides upon both sides o? 
the neck, though Virgil writes of the dense 
inane of the young colt falling upon the 
right shoulder. Long as the horse lias 
been domesticated and carefully groomed, 
this habit of wearing the hair is not yet 
overcome, and the mane has to be care­ 
fully coaxed to the right side, where for 
thousands of years man has resolved it 
should be worn, though the horse himself 
insists upon parting his hair in the middle. 
Ancient authorities write of training the 
mane to the right, but all the horses repre­ 
sented in the Elgin marbles show the mane 
close cropped, or, as we say, “hogged”. 1 
think it is clear that the right side, now, 
“oil ’ side ol the horse, was the “near” side 
to the^ ancients. Tlie best horseman use 
no “off” side or “near” side, except to con­ 
form to their_ harnesses. 
I think a man 
should teach his horse to lie familiarly ap­ 
proached and allow his stall to be entered 
on either side of him. 
llorses driven in 
pairs should frequently change sides, as 
the mouth becomes hardened on one side 
and the muscles of the back become affect­ 
ed by the unequal pull of the double reins. 
Coarse hair about the heels is natural, but 
I confess to a prejudice against it, and 
have it carefully clipped, 
ll iir growing 
in a thick tuff inside the ear must never 
be touched. 
Ignorant and officious grooms 
will remove it with the scissors, but it is a 
great defense against the Hies that would, 
in i s absence, secure lodgment upon the 
sensitive skin inside the ear. Long, coarse 
hairs upon the muzzle and the eyebrow 
are often plucked away. 
No horseman 
should allow this to be done. These hairs 
arc not superfluous; they have a valuable 
use. 
They are like the whiskers of the 
feline race, having sentient jaiweran 1 con­ 
veying impression to the brain. 


BREEDING SADDLE HOUSES,

the parents should be as similar as pos­ 
sible is a rule the neglect of which has led 
to more disappointment than almost any 
other rule

A pure 
thoroughbred sire that has got good ones 
should be selected, and I do not lielieve a 
really good, weight-carrying hunter will 
ever be bred from anything but a thorough­ 
bred horse. 6. I he sire has more direct 
influence on the bones, heart, tendons and 
nerves of the foal than the mare. 7. 
Breeding too early is quite incompatible 
with hardiness of constitution and lasting 
qualities.

SKIMMED MILK FOR HEIFERS.

FARM NOTES. 
A correspondent of the Prairie Farmer 
recommended an application of boiled oil, 
thickened with charcoal, to prevent posts 
from decaying. 
M e believe in good fences, good barns, 
good farm houses, good stock, good or­ 
chards, and children enough to gather the 
fruit.—H. W. Beecher. 
H aul out the gravel on the roads if you 
wish the roads in order for winter service. 
Many farmers are sometimes locked in for 
want of passable roads in winter. 
It is stated by an experienced market 
gardener that the liberal use of wood 
ashes, well harrowed in, is the best remedy 
against ravages of the onion maggot anil 
cut-worm. 
If you plant the pits of peaches with the 
view of growing trees you may fail to se­ 
cure peaches worth growing; but a chance 
tree from the number may be superior to 
any now known. 
All weeds that have been mowed down 
should be consumed by fire, and not left to 
decay, as is frequently done. 
Burning 
them destroys many seeds and lessens the 
number of harboring places.for insects. 
Every crop grown on the farm takes 
something from the land, and if land is to 
be retained in fertility it must be fed with 
manure or fertilizer, in order that it may 
regain that which is lost through crops. 
Keep the onions in the barn loft or 
some other dry place. 
When the crop is 
dug let them dry well. Store them free 
from dirt and loosely, as they should not 
be piled but scattered, to adniit the air. 
Experiment has demonstrated that a 
duckling five weeks old, of the Pekin, 
Rouen or Aylesbury breeds, can be made 
to gain as much as one pound a week until 
matured, but it must be fed heavily, how­ 
ever. 
Cooked potatoes make excellent food for 
stock. 
The small potatoes, which cannot 
be sold to advantage, may be used for hogs 
and poultry. 
As an agreeable change for 
the cow, cooked potatoes are superior to 
turnips or beets. 
Hens roosting in the trees will be sub­ 
ject to roup when east winds or dampness 
reaches them. The fail is more unfavor­ 
able to poultry than the winter. Shelter 
of some kind should always be provided, 
even in summer. 
As plants vary in their desires for foods 
it is not impossible for a piece of ground to 
fail in the production of certain kinds of 
crops and yield largely of others, owing 
to the composition of the soil and the 
plant food contaiued therein. 
The Scotch creepers are a short-legged 
breed of fowls, compact, excel in breast 
meat, can not fly high, lay well and ma­ 
ture early. 
There are two varieties, the 
white and the barred. 
They are nearly as 
large as the Plymouth Rock. 
A large flock of hens do not thrive as 
well as a smaller flock, owing to crowding 
and competition. 
The scraps from the 
table amount to but little when given to 
large flocks, but for a few hens they are of 
advantage and greatly reduce the cost. 
Cooking the food is an advantage, but 
oue reason why it is not in universal prac­ 
tice is the cost of fuel and labor necessary 
to cook the food. 
A mess of cooked food 
two or three times a week will, however 
greatly promote health and aid digestion! 
As milk is an animal secretion manu­ 
factured by the cow, it must be evident 
that anything which worries, lrets or tor­ 
ments the cow, or renders her uneasy cr 
uncomfortable, will certainly lessen the 
quantity and affect the composition of her 
milk. 
A pound of saltpetre to each square rod 
of ground is recommended as an excellent 
quick-acting manure for flower-beds, and 
it is also excellent for strawberry plants. 
As it is easily soluble in water it is soon 
appropriated by plants, and gives immedi­ 
ate results. 
Ground bone is a fertilizer that benefits 
nearly all crops, can he applied at all sea­ 
sons of the year, will not injure any tree or 
plant, is permanent and lasting in effects 
and is the cheapest form of fertilizer in 
proj ortion to the benefit it imparts that 
can be used. 


Turkeys should be able to supply them­ 
selves with all the food they desire at this 
season, but it is best to give them a heavy 
ration at night, not only to keep them in a 
condition ready for market at any time, 
but also to induce them to come up regu­ 
larly at sundown. 
Food given to a young animal is produc­ 
tive of greater gain, as growth adds to the 
weight and increase of size. 
The matured 
animal does not so readily appropriate the 
elements of growth, as its wants are less. 
The younger an animal the greater its in­ 
crease in pro|>ortion to food consumed. 
It will be found, says Orange Judd’s 
Fanner, that the horses which have steady 
and constant work are those which with­ 
stand the hot weather best. The idea of 
“resting up” horses is generally an erro­ 
neous one. The most enduring horses are 
those which are kept constantly moving. 
Banking the earth around peach trees is 
no protection against the borer, as mav be 
supposed. 
The only way to prevent the 
ravages of the intruder is to search around 
the trunks of the trees and kill the borer. 
This is an excellent time for such work, 
and the trees should be looked over weekly 
until October, 
If barbed wire is used to confine hogs it 
need not be very high. 
The bottom wire 
should be about four inches from the 
ground and the next wire ten inches above 
it. 
If sheep are inclosed the strands 
should be six inches apart for three feet 
from the ground, as it requires a close wire 
fence to confine sheep. 
Do not attempt to save the seeds of 
pumpkins, melons or squash, unless the 
vines for that purpose are grown at a dis­ 
tance from all other varieties of the same 
family. 
The pollen of such plants is car­ 
ried quite a distance by the winds and also 
by insects. Two or more varieties will 
fertilize the blossoms of each. 
J. Vi. Street, of Mulberry. Tenn., in 
Southern Cultivator, gives the following as a 
good remedy for lice on hogs: A gallon of 
coal-oil, a gallon of lard or eld grease of 
any kind, and one pint of pine tar. all well

The magnificent bay, which gives this 
region its singular name (pronounced Wy- 
mas), is unquestionably the most beautiful 
body of water of its kind in America, if 
not in the world. 
I saw it first, as most northern tourists 
do, coming down by rail via a branch of 
the Southern Pacific, and, like everybody 
else, was wild with delight as the glorious

Guaymas has been in direct communica­ 
tion with the United States for some years, 
by means of the Sonora Railway, which 
joins the Southern Pacific at Benson. Ari­ 
zona. The train passes through Hernio- 
sillo, the Capital of the Mexican State of 
Sonora, about i o’clock in the mornip° 
giving passengers an opportunity to break­ 
fast there. Guaymas, 90 miles distant, is 
the second city, in point of population, in 
the State, and the most important port on 
the gulf coast of California.

closely do rocky bights crowd in 
that the train is actually compelled to put 
to sea in order to make further progress, 
and the track is carried on piles across a 
broad arm of the bay, until it reaches a 
point where a footing on terra firma can 
again he secured. 
And, when gained, the 
“footing” is of the firmest, consisting of 
solid rock of unknown thickness, the road­ 
bed having been blasted out of the bases of 
the hills. 
At this stage of the journey the most 
blase passengers are invariably aglow with 
enthusiasm. Skirting closely along the 
shore for miles, the bay is sometimes com­ 
pletely hidden by a bold promontory or by 
one of the numerous high, rockv islands; 
then its broad and beautiful expanse bursts 
suddenly into view again. The color of 
the water is the most intense I ever lie- 
held—the bluish-green peculiar to tropic 
seas and never seen elsewhere in full in­ 
tensity, and hardly to be imagined unless 
once seen. On its farther side, Guaymas 
Bay is separated from the Gulf of Caiifor 
nia by a low, sandy beach which rapidlv 
develops into a barrier of precipitous hills, 
between which, far in the distance, one 
can faintly discern the outlet—the ap­ 
parently narrow gate which affords the 
only entrance to ihis : land-locked harbor. 
W ith its irregular outlines, brilliant hues, 
picturesque 
islands 
and 
mountainous 
shores, it seems to one sweeping along these 
borders that the wide world cannot show 
a more splendid scene. 
But the climax is not yet reached. 
This is only the outer bay. Separated 
from it by headlands and hills, every one 
of which is an island, is the inner bay, on 
whose edge the city of Guaymas is located. 
Though much smaller than the outer hay, 
the inner is, if possible, the lovelier of the 
two—its 
calm, green 
waters, literally 
cradled in mountains,seeming tosleep in the 
sunshine, the hilly barriers that separate 
it from the sea lifting themselves even 
higher than tne mountains which guard 
its entrance. 
In the rear of the inner bay the bights 
recede a little, leaving a plateau, irregular 
in shape, extending several miles along 
the water front. 
In some places it is so 
narrow as scarcely to afford room for a 
single street, and in others it spreads out a 
little, at one point uniting with a gulch 
which runs down from the mountains, here 
making room for the cramped city to 
stretch its limbs. 
Farther up, to the west­ 
ward, there is another space where the 
residence quarters of the town has ex­ 
panded somewhat, but the business por­ 
tion of Guaymas must always maintain it­ 
self as best it cau along deep water. On 
the narow strip between the immeasurable 
sea and the everlasting hills lies, or rather 
clings, an important city, with a population 
variously estimated between 7,000 and 10,­ 
000.

A GREAT COMMERCIAL CENTER, 
As prophesied, it will he necessary to 
extend it out into the hay on “made land” 
—as a part of Boston is built. The rail­ 
road company were obliged to' blast away 
the base of a mountain to find room far its 
buildings. 
To the casual observer it would seem as 
it this were noplace for a town, though so 
beautiful in a scenic point of view, and 
one wonders what the inhabitants would 
do should a tidal wave come along, or a 
“boom” of magnitude'overtake it. 
In the 
former case it certainly would not be a de­ 
sirable residence, for should such a catas­ 
trophe occur, ti,e near-by mountains would 
afford littie chance for escape, their pre­ 
cipitous sides being, for the most pait, 
sheer cliffs of bare rock which a goat could 
not climb. 
The well-informed citizen, 
however, 
insists that 
here

am­ 
ple 
room 
for 
200,000 
people, 
and 
is doing his perpetual best to get up a 
“boom” on any pretext wliatever. 
Some 
say that the city might expand across the 
inner bay, in various directions, thus mak­ 
ing a modern Venice of it, or one of those 
lake cities of ancient times, such as the 
Mexican Capital used to be in its earliest 
days. They might go farther and add 
floating gardens, like those of the Aztec 
Tenochtitlan—for there are not likely to 
he any others in this rocky soil, even if 
there were space for them—and all things 
are possible to the sanguine imaginings of 
real estate dealers. 
But the facts remain, unfortunately, 
that the shabby little town, liable to be 
depopulated any time by Yellow Jack, 
looks just ready to let go its precarious 
hold upon the rocks and tumble bodilv 
into the sea; and every tree or flower or bit 
of greenery that grows in all the region 
round about—except cacti, mesquite and 
chaparral—has been carefully cultivated 
in foreign dirt, brought here by the ship­ 
load for that purpose.

! ungraceful stalks are gorgeous in red, vel- 
low, purple, pink, white and blue flow:ere, 
some of them of marvelous beauty—a few 
fragrant, and all of astonishing size. 
But 
be careful how you touch one of those 
tempting blossoms. Their stems are cov­ 
ered with millions of pale yellow thorns or 
spines, so fine as to be almost invisible, but 
which fill the fingers and fester uuder the 
cutis, impossible to remove save by the 
slow and painful process of suppuration. 
There is a great deal of business trans­ 
acted in Guaymas, sleepy as it looks, iu 
most of which the United States is inter­ 
ested. 
The principal shipments arc cot­ 
ton, flour and ore, and oranges during their 
season, raiied ou a few ranches between 
this place and Hermosillo. Ocean traffic 
is mostly carried on from this port b7 two 
steamers—the “City of Mexico” and the 
"State of Sonora, ’ the first arriving on the 
fourteenth of every month and leaving on 
the sixteenth carrying passengers to and 
from San Francisco arouud the peninsula, 
the other steamer sailing every three weeks 
for La Paz, Mazatlan, San Bias and Man­ 
zanillo 
all “down below,” as the natives 
say of points to the southward. 
The completion of the Sonora Kailwav 
was 
A MOST IMPORTANT EVENT 
For Guaymas, as it established the third 
interoceauie route on the continent, and 
when fast trains are placed on the line (as 
promised in the future), the journev from 
New York to the Guif of California may 
be accomplished in five days. 
In point of minerals, this State of 
Sonora is known as one of the richest sec­ 
tions in the Mexican Republic. 
It is 
divided into eight mining districts: Guav- 
mas—Gold, silver, copper, salt, lead, alum, 
iron, sulphur aud marble; 
liermosillo— 
Gold, silver, lead, copper, salt, alum and 
marble; Uros—Gold, silver, lead, tin, iron, 
June, plaster of paris, lock salt, topaz and 
beryle; Arizpe—Gold, silver, copper, lead 
iron, tin, nitrate of potash, rock salt, mare 
hie and coal; Alamos—Gold, silver, copier 
lead, iron, salt, sulphur, carbonate of soda 
and marble; and the other districts, called, 
respectively, Sahti.-.ripa, 
Oposura 
and’ 
Magdalena, have about the same produc­ 
tions. 
The price of Government lands in the 
State of Sonora, brought down to Yankee 
measurement, is about nine and one-half 
cents per acre, a good deal more than most 
of it is worth, agriculturally. In some parts 
considerable wheat and corn are grown 
besides sugar-cane, coffee, flax, black beans] 
red pepper, rice, Spanish peas, lintels and 
potatoes. 
In other districts, where graz­ 
ing is tolerable, the people are devoted to 
the raising ot sheep, cattle, horses and 
mules—hides forming one of the most im­ 
portant articles of export. 
Cotton is cul­ 
tivated toa limited extent along the rivers 
Altar, Alameta and Ygnaoio. 
Most of 
the mountains, except those near the sea. 
are covered with extensive forests of pine, 
oak, ebony, Brazil wood, rosewood, loir- 
wood and mulberry, while in the genllv- 
rising interior valleys tropical fruits may 
be grown to perfection, such as lemons, 
limes, citrons, figs, grapes, pomegranates, 
guava, mangoes, chiramayas, etc. 
As for the weather, though it sometimes 
freezes in the mountains between Novem­ 
ber and March, the heat of the lowlands, 
especially through July and August, is 
almost inconceivable to one at the north. 
1 he sailors of the gulf, when wishing to 
allude to the warmest place they know— 
instead of referring to Sheol, after the 
manner of sad sea dogs in general—say 
Hot as Guaymas.” 
The only water to he 
had that is drinkable comes from a deep 
well just outside the town, aud the “sweet 
water” therefrom peddled by donkey-boys 
sometimes brings five cents per glass. It 
is an odd circumstance that the house of 
our American Consul at Guaymas, Colonel 
H illa rd , should ever have been bom­ 
barded by one of our own gunboats, and 
fast imbedded in its timbers may still be 
seen a shell shot irom the Portsmouth 
many years .ago.

LOCATION OF THE CITP.TJS FAEK. 


The Oroville Register demands that the 
Citrus Fair ordered by thelate Legislature 
shail be held in that place. That it may 
not lie deprived of any advantage of its 
argument we give it in full: 
There has been some discussion already rela­ 
tive to the next Citrus Fair. Marysville would 
like to have it, Chico may put in a bid, and 
Sacramento people will do their be t to have it 
held in their city. Under the appropriation 
made last winter. $10,000 can be used for the 
purpose of holdiug lour citrus fairs, two each 
year, in this State. One h s already been lo­ 
cated in Log Angeles and the other will be lo­ 
cated at the October meeting of the State Board 
of Agriculture. Sacramento has a pull as sev­ 
eral of the Directors live in that city, but we 
know of no other reason w hy she can claim it. 
Marysville has fir more fruit than the Capital 
City and can offer marry good inducements 
Chico is not a citrus center though she lias fine 
fruitgrow ing in tbe foothills end some in the 
city. Without any prejudice tor our home lo­ 
cality we believe Uroviile or one of the Placer 
county towns ought to have this fair. As be­ 
tween the two, we shall work for Oroville. 
This place has had the energy and nerve to 
hold two successful citrus lairs." Sne will hold 
a third this winter no matter wheie the State 
appropriation ol 82,500 goes. She has her frame 
up and ready, she has the canvas to cover, she 
has the fruit to make a fluer exhibit than ever 
before. By her exertions in this m atter she bas 
been pic ed far ahead of any other towa in the 
northern part of the State for growing citru3 
fruits. No reason exists for joining m with 
some other town and holding a iair at Marys­ 
ville, Sacramento, or in Newcastle. Bv so doing 
we would not advance her interests a single 
dollar. This is a tight for the future. A fair 
this winter will be of great benefit and cause 
the expenditure of thousands of dollars iu this 
region during the coming year. If we join with 
some other town they reap the benefit of our 
display. l e t us pad die our own canoe in this 
matter, mak-‘ as good a showing as we can and 
try and have the fair held hero. If they will 
not do so, let them locate it where they please, 
but we can and will have a fair of our own. 
The fair should not be held in any town 
or city because it will touch the pocket 
nerve of the place or not. It is an un­ 
worthy claim to prefer that the holding of 
the fair here, there or yonder should be 
determined by the local benefit to result 
from the expenditure of money by visitors. 
So much for that weak and indefensible 
idea suggested to its people by our con­ 
temporary. 
Now the purpose of having these fairs 
was twofold—first, to enable the largest 
possible number of growers of citrus fruits 
in the largest possible area to make a 
showing of their progress; secondly, to 
enable the largest possible number of peo­ 
ple to visit tbe fair in order to encourage 
the cultivation of citrus fruits in the 
broadest 
area suitable for them, and 
to advertise the State resources in this di­ 
rection to the greatest extent possible. 
If 
these ends will be best conserved by the 
location of the fair upon the top ot the 
Sierra Nevada range or in the midst of the 
tule swamps of Yolo, then the R e c o rd - 
ÜNION is for the hights or the swamps, as 
the ease may be. We care nothing what­ 
ever for the local benefit to any place. 
That must attach no matter where the ex­ 
hibition is located, and therefore may be 
thrown out of consideration altogether. 
Now it is undeniable that there is no 
city of Northern or Central California so 
easily accessible from the largest area of 
populous territory as Hacramento, nor any 
point to which the people can come at so 
little cost to themselves of money and 
time. Two lines of railway that traverse 
the entire length of the Sacramento valley 
touch this city by six passenger trains 
daily, and one line terminates here. The 
lines of rail that penetrate the San Joa­ 
quin valley are related to this city hy 
several direct passenger trains daily. The 
city is reached also by five railway lines 
out of the Sierra mountain region and out 
of the foothills, and there is also direct 
and indirect rail communication daily with 
the Sonoma coast region and the upper 
Coast Range sections. There are no less 
than ten passenger trains daily between 
the city and the metropolis and vicinity, 
and two between the Santa Clara val ley and 
Sacramento. Four through overland pas­ 
senger trains daily over the Central Pacific 
route pause here, and one connecting di­ 
rectly with the Los Angeles section and 
the Sunset or Southern route. The city is 
likewise in the very midst of the river 
navigation of the chief stream of the State, 
and occupies the most central position 
geographically to the great producing sec­ 
tions of the center and north. Now it will 
not be for a moment contended that there 
is any other point that can be so easily 
and cheaply reached from all the central 
and northern section os Sacramento. A 
trip to this place involves less loss of time 
than one to any other point where the fair 
might by any possibility be held. The 
passage from the south, southeast and 
west to either Marysville or Oroville in­ 
volves a half day more of time in travel, 
and really compels the visitor to use up 


two days in making the passage and the 
return as against one in tha case of Sacra­ 
mento—indeed, from the south and west 
one can come, visit the fair and return 
home the same day. So far as the culti­ 
vators of citrus fruits are concerned, they 
well know that their shipments can be 
more readily and speedily made to this 
city than to either Marysville or Oroville, 
except for the region immediately contig­ 
uous to those places. As for Chico, beau­ 
tiful and thriving city that it is, we do not 
apprehend that any one seriously thinks of 
placing tke fair so far north, and thus seri­ 
ously limit the visitations to it. Certainly, 
if located either at Marysville, Oroville or 
Chico, very few, if any, of the great multi­ 
tude of through passengers on overland 
trains will visit theexhibition. If located 
in Sacramento the passengers on every one 
of the four daily overland trains will be 
taken to the exhibition rooms and shown 
the proofs that the northern citrus belt is 
no myth, as also will all the passengers 
overland who come up from the south, and 
all of whom remain in this city several 
hours, whethei taking the route north 
through Oregon or that over tiie Sierra 
Nevada mountains. 
Moreover, the City of Sacramento is 
better conditioned for the entertainment of 
visitors to the fair and their accommoda­ 
tion. Its capacity in that respect runs up 
to sixty or seventy thousand guests. It is 
recalled that when the local citrus fair was 
held in Oroville, tlic capacity of that 
pleasant and progressive town was over­ 
taxed. What then would be its task in 
this larger and more important case? Its 
very incapacity in this respect, to say 
nothing of its remoteness, would have a 
tendency to keep visitors away. Our con­ 
temporary refers to its canvas Pavilion as 
being in readiness for such an exposition. 
Does it not recall the fact that it was in­ 
sufficient for the accommodation of the 
exliibits and visitors when the late citrus 
fair of a local district was held under it? 
Certainly the fact is remembered here, and 
the crowded condition of the tent when 
that very fine exposition was held in Oro­ 
ville is not forgotten. 
If the suggestion of our contemporaiy 
that Oroviile will hold a citrus fair, no 
matter what is done in the case of the 
one under consideration, is intended as a 
threat, and reflects the sentiments of the 
people, of that section, we have to say 
simply that it is unworthy of them, and 
can have no other than an ill effect. If 
however, after the general citrus fair Oro­ 
ville wishes to hold its annual local citrus 
fair in this year, there are none who will 
aid more to that end than the people and 
press of Sacramento. But we confess to 
the belief that this year Oroville should 
omit her fair in the interestof that of larger 
importance. If, however, there is to be a 
prior fair held at Oroville, and it should 
result, as we are confident it would, in crip­ 
pling that ordered by the Legislature, let 
our good friends of Oroville be assured 
that they will suffer most. We of North­ 
ern Cailifornia cannot afford to quarrel 
over these matters ; the interests of the 
largest area and the greatest number are 
to be considered, and before these local 
pride and ambition must give way. We 
are disposed to believe that the Register 
does not voice the sentiments of the peo­ 
ple of Oroville and vicinity in the sug­ 
gestion of an opposition fair. This is not 
a matter of towns, or cities, or localities, 
but of the great district that embraces that 
empire of wealth, resource and unbounded 
promise—Northern and Central California. 


THE WORLD MOVES. 


Verily the world does moves. 
Here is 
the most rabid and uncompromising of all 
pro-Chinese papers in the Union, the New 
York Evening Poet itself, in its own proper 
person, with all its past record before it, 
sounding the note of alarm in the metrop­ 
olis of the Nation, that the Chinese occu­ 
pancy of certain quarters in that city is 
becoming a nuisance. We are amazed, 
astounded, almost incapable of expression 
in the face of this revelation. 
Here is a 
journal of commanding influence, and that 
for scholarly ability and profound learning 
stands second to none in the country; that 
for rabid, positive and apparently unre­ 
lenting pro-Chinese views has become 
notorious, suddenly confessing that the 
occupancy of residences by Chínese—pre­ 
cisely as Caiifomians have testified for 
years—in the great city of New York act­ 
ually depreciates property values, practi­ 
cally confiscates the realty to the uses of 
the Chinese on their own terms, and is a 
menace to the best interests of landlords. 
Hear it (the italics arc ours): 
The whites' inability to rent a tenement 
brillas to the Tore a question that might well lie 
conhidered by the owners ol property to rent 
In this clly—are tbe Chinese desirable’tenantsT 
The answer is one long ago made in San Fmnrireo 
and other cities r.n th' Pnrifie slope, and scar dr- 
cideit :/i the negative. When once they have oc­ 
cupied a building it is difficult to rent it to peo­ 
ple of another race. The Cbineso colony as it 
is Just i * ginning in Now York city, has been 
shown In cities and towns of the West to be 
properly comparable wuth a m alignant ulcer. 
The Chinese colony cats its way into the body 
politic, and is as destructive ot real c tate Inter­ 
ests as the ulcer is destructive of the living 
tissues. Chinese tenantry grows like a weed. 
Rent one building to a Chinaman, and it is but 
a short period ere the buildings on each tide 
areal.-o occupied by Chinese. Mott street and 
its environing thoroughfares form local illustra­ 
tion of how the Chinese colony will grow. Yet 
It is but a weak example compared with those 
that San Francisco lumishes. Once a China­ 
man gets a foothold in any quarter, thereafter 
everything decent is swept away before him. 
never lo return, unlpgs something approaching 
a revolutionary movement arises to overthrow 
the destroyer. IhiR Is due to the fact that the 
Celestial is a very undosirablc ueigbbor. He is 
probably the meanest and dirtiest liver, as a 
rule, that this country nourishes. 
The Chinese have secured a foothold in New 
York. If it becomes firmer, if the Increase in 
Chinese population oontinues at the ratio ot 15 
per cent . as it has In the past year, despite the 
Restriction Act, what wiil be tbe effect on prop­ 
erty values? That is a question that ought to 
trouble landlords. Should the Chinamen in­ 
crease, and should they pursue, with regard to 
other property, tactics similar to those adopted 
in the boycott case, the landlords would be en­ 
tirely at their mercy. In fact, they arc at their 
mercy now, so far as Mott street Is concerned. 
They might drive the Chinese out by a con­ 
certed effort, but in order to reenre Caucasian 
tenants in the vacant places they would be 
obliged to renovate thoroughly, even should 
they not be compelled to tear down and rebuild 
the entire dis rict. 
Heaven defend as, hnt as we read be­ 
tween the above lines we are daft, or this 
sarao Evening Post of New York only a few 
short months ago was denouncing Califor­ 
nians as hoodlums and law-breakers, op­ 
ponents of the American idea, foes to 
human liberty and the enemies of man­ 
kind, because they demanded thi restric­ 
tion of Chinese immigration. We were 
told that if we chose to do so we could en­ 
force the iaws and compel the Chinese 
residents of our cities and towns to live 
decently, and to observe the municipal and 
other sanitary regulations; that we did not 
do so because we preferred their filth in 
support of unnatural and indefensible as­ 
sault upon “th# little brown man;” that if 


our workers oould not compete with these 
aliens in the field of industry the former 
ought to go to the wall—such were the ex­ 
clamations of the Post and the Times and a 
following of journalism of like order. Ex­ 
perience has evidently done for one of 
them what the arguments of twenty years 
by Caiifomians could not effect. Less than 
five years of close contact with the Chinese 
has led our contemporary to declare the 
situation to be alarming, and to nervously 
inquire 
what should the future be ? 
Indeed, Goldsmith was right, “Just ex­ 
perience tells, in every soil.” 


THE 
COMPLAINT 
OF THE GROCERS. 


The trade papers, representing the inter­ 
est of the grocers especially, have entered 
a vigorous crusade against the grocery 
peddling business, and we are inclined to 
believe that their cause is well fortified; it 
is, at least, worthy of the careful thought 
of the people and of legislators. The ar­ 
gument of the representatives of the retail 
grocers is something of this order, “we ad­ 
vertise in the local press and contribute to 
its support; wecontribute to the maiutain- 
ence of local government; we assist in all 
worthy local schemes of progress and im­ 
provement; we pay all general taxes, and 
in addition we pay a special license for the 
privilege of doing business in a town or 
city; we are liable to special taxes and 
levies and we respond in a larger degree to 
the calls of charity than any one dreams 
of. Here now comes a peddler of grocer­ 
ies, tea, or coffee, or baking powders, or 
soaps, or prepared food, etc., and represent­ 
ing manufacturers directly. These fellows 
enter our area; they lead many grocers to 
believe that they are only stimulating a 
demand; but in fact they sell against us; 
they neither advertise nor pay taxes or 
license; the second they are not liable for,the 
latter they avoid by the claim of ‘agency.’ 
We claim, therefore, that there should be 
imposed upon these men a higli license, 
that will place ue at a fair competitive ad­ 
vantage with them, and make them so far 
contribute to the public support that our 
own burdens will be proportionately light­ 
ened.” 
And that there is strength in this 
argument can scarcely be denied. 
An in­ 
teresting case was recently tried in Ala­ 
bama that involved this agency business. 
It was an action by a manufacturing com­ 
pany brought to recover $60 paid by one of 
the plaintiff’s agents for license to sell an 
article. 
The facts showed that the plain- 
iff was a manufacturer in another State, 
having agents employed at monthly salar­ 
ies to sell the article in Alabama. One of 
these agents commenced making sales at 
Birmingham. He sold a local merchant 
five boxes at $3 a box, under the express 
agreement with the merchant that he 
would deliver him four boxes and would 
himself sell to local customers the remain­ 
ing box at the merchant’s regalar retail 
price, viz: at the rate of $5 per box, which 
sum of $5 he would deduct from the 
merchant’s bill. The agent’s purpose in 
this course of conduct was to introduce 
and advertise the article, and neither the 
plaintiff nor the agent derived any direct 
profit from the sale to consumere, “as the 
price paid by the merchant for five boxes, 
to wit: $3 84 per box, was the regular 
wholesale price under all circumstances.” 
The box of the article was sold at retail by 
the agent along the streets out of a wagon 
hired for the purpose by the plaintiff. The 
question before the Court was whether by 
the revenue law of the State the plaintiff 
was required to take out a license as a 
peddler. The Court held that the selling 
at retail to consumers on the street in a 
wagon, if there was nothing else in the 
transaction to give it a different aspect, 
constituted the seller a peddler within the 
meaning of the code. The fact that he 
acted as the agent for another did not re­ 
lieve him. It is no defense, said the 
Court, for carrying on a business without a 
license that the defendant acts as the agent 
of another if his principal had not taken 
out the license. 
This case illustrates a phase of business 
that is bitterly complained of by many 
grocers. That is, that the manufacturer’s 
agent comes into a place and sells a lot to 
a grocer, and upon the condition that lie 
may take back one package at the retail 
price, and that he shall have the privilege 
to retail its contents among the grocer’s 
customers in order to create a demand for 
the article. 
It is claimed that this is an 
illegitimate method according to business 
laws, and that it results in stocking the 
shelves with goods that do no pass through 
the wholesaler’s hands and for which the 
demand is never adequate, and that it 
places the manufacturer who advertises 
legitimately at a disadvantage. 
While it 
must be admitted that this is a little ob­ 
scure to one not in the trade, still it is the 
complaint of reputable grocers, and, as 
such, is worthy of statement. Of course, 
the retail grocers have something of a 
remedy in their own hands—that is, not 
to buy any brand of goods that is peddled in 
their sections by the manufacturer’s agent, 
so-called. But the repiy to this is that 
a vast amount of stuff is worked off upon 
I ho public by the “peddler-agent” that 
does not appear in the wholesale trade at 
all. Nevertheless we are aware that there 
are many kinds of goods of reputable 
brand that are sold throngh the agency of 
the peddlers representing the manufacturer 
in the guise of an agent, and as to all 
these the grocers may well combine and 
refuse to handle the goods of houses that 
adopt the peddler plan, while the public 
will scarcely object to a reasonably heavy 
license being levied upon the “agents” re­ 
ferred to for peddling. 


A new ruling under the libel law has 
been made in Minnesota. Just before the 
election last spring a newspaper issued an 
extra reflecting upon a candidate. The 
extras were under the regular heading, but 
instead of being sent to subscribers they 
were delivered in large numbers to the 
Campaign Committee, scattered in saloons 
and handed to persons about the polls. 
The candidate 
brought suit 
for libel 
against the publishers, who alleging its 
truth, went to trial. Replying, they asked 
a non-suit, because the plaintifl" never de­ 
manded a retraction before beginning his 
suit. The Conrt denied the motion, hold­ 
ing that the extra was not a newspaper ; 
that the business of a newspaper is to 
publish the news, and that while an extra 
might be considered a part of a newspaper, 
issued in good faith with the paper, and 
delivered to subscribers, yet an extra could 
not be considered a newspaper, and conse­ 


quently the defendant had no right to a 
demand for retraction. This is bad for the 
newspaper. If it is established by the 
Appellate Court that an extra is no more 
than a circular, then the vicious publisher 
can reduce his liability to a personal char­ 
acter, and be held only for the issuance of 
a printed libel, his paper escaping respon­ 
sibility and not being liable to respond to 
any judgment. The result of such a con­ 
struction of the law will be toopenup new 
roads for the vilification of men and the 
prostitution of the office of the press. We 
repeat, that it were better for journalism 
had the law been interpreted to be that an 
extra is a part and parcel of the news­ 
paper the name of which it bears. 


NOTE AND COMMENT. 


Tbe Oroville Register has entered upon 
its twelfth volume. The paper has done 
much for the best interests of Oroville and 
Butte county and deserves the support of 
the people of that section. 


W ild cat V8. B ulldog. 
A woodchopper up near the Central 
House has a dog which is a cross between 
a bulldog and bound. The animal is very 
watchful at night, and never tails to give 
warning at the approach of anyone to the 
premises. There are a good many wild 
animals in the vicinity, and the chicken- 
house is a favorite resort for them when 
the dog is not around. On Tuesday night 
the owner heard a lively racket g'dng on 
at the chicken-house, and went there to 
see what the trouble was. Fie found the 
dog having a lively fight with a wildcat 
nearly as large as the dog himself. The 
dog had him by ihe throat, but the feline 
was using all four feet in tearing the skin 
of his assailant. The man procured an ax, 
and by watching his opportunity struck his 
catship a blow across the back, which 
soon caused its death. The dog ia laid up 
for repairs, but his tail has not qnit 
wagging yet over his victory.—Nevada City 
Herald.

DB. TYRELL OUSTED. 


D r . J . R . L ain e A d ju d ged R n titled to th e 
C o n tested Beat. 
A decision was rendered yesterday by 
Judge Van Fleet, in Department Two of tbe 
Superior Court, in the suit of Dr. J. R 
Laine for the recovery of the seat in the State 
Board of Health held by Dr. Gerard G. Tyr­ 
rell. The Court fiods that in March, 1884, 
and during a recess of the Legislature, F. 
W . Hatch was appointed by the Governor 
a member of the State Board of Health, to 
fill a vacancy then existing. He duly 
qualified and held the office until Novem­ 
ber, 1884, when he died 
That afier the 
death of Hatch—to wit, on the 17th day of 
November, 1884, and during the recess of 
the Legislature, the Governor, by his com­ 
mission, appointad G. G. Tyrrell in place 
of Hatch. That in the commission it was 
recited that deiendant was thereby ap­ 
pointed “ a member of the State Board of 
Health, vice F. W. Hatch, deceased, for 
term expiring January 11, 1S88. That de­ 
fendant filed his oath of office, and at once 
took possession of the office, and has held 
it since. 
The Court further finds that the Senate 
which convened in January, 1835, con­ 
firmed the appointment of Tyrrell, but 
that no commission or certificate of ap­ 
pointment to said office, further than that 
of November 17, 1884, hasever been granted 
or issued, end deiendant has never since 
said 19'h day of November, 1884. taken the 
oath of office as a member of the Board. 
The Court concludes 
that defendant 
could only hold the office under the ap­ 
pointment of November 17, 18S4, until the 
adjournment ot the next Legislature on 
March 11, 1885, and that he has not been 
since and is not now entitled to hold the 
office. That on the llih day of March. 
1885, the office became vacant and so re­ 
mained down to the appointment of ibe re­ 
lator. That the appointment of the relator 
(Laine) was valid and he is entitled to the 
office. 
Judgment is therefore ordered : 
First—That the defendant is not entitled 
to hold said office and that he be ousted 
and excluded therefrom. 
Second—That the relator, J. R Laine, is 
entitled to have and hold said office, and 
that he be admitted to the same. 
Third—That the relator have and recover 
his costs from the defendant. 
Dr. Tyrrell has been Secretary of the 
State Board of Health for some years, it be­ 
ing the custom of that body to appoint a 
resident member at the Capital to till that 
office, the most important ono in the 
Board, and the presumption is that if the 
decision of Judge Van Fleet he upheld Dr. 
Lame will become the Secretary, which is 
a salaried position.

It was received and re­ 
ferred to a committee and, if accepted, the 
next session of the Conference will be held 
there. If rejected, it will he held in Santa 
Rosa.

prised the Chief yesterday by stepping out 
of one of the cells when the jailer opened 
the door. 
He said he had been on the 
road three days, had just arrived, and 
could assure the Chief the ranch was all 
there when he left. When leaving he took 
one long wistful glance back at the old 
place, as a huge mountain was about to ob­ 
struct the view and forever part him from 
the scene of his summer vacation. He re­ 
joiced in the hope, however, that Sacra­ 
mento might still be down in the valley, 
and that there was an empty bunk in 
Larry Farrell’s hotel on wtiich he could 
rest his weary limbs. 


S u p rem e Court D ecisio n . 
There was filed yesterday in the office of 
the Supreme Court for the Sacramento 
District, a decision ia the ejectment suit of 
J. A. Reynolds vs. Frank Willard, an 
action in ejectment. The defense was on 
the ground of adverse possession. 
In the 
Conrl below the plaintiff recovered judg­ 
ment. 
A motion for a new trial was 
denieffi and the defendant appealed. Jus­ 
tice Works wrote the opinion, and in 
the judgment and order say* : 
‘ The instruction was correctly refused. 
The defendant was bound to prove, nnder 
the statute, that he actually paid the taxes 
on the land in controversy. 
It was not 
sufficient for him to show that he paid on 
other lands, supposing it to include the 
lands in dispute. ’ 
Chief Justice Beattv 
and Judges SharpUein and Fox concur ill 
the opinion, and Judges McFarland and 
Thornton dissent. 


P ro b a b ly tb e R igh t M an. 
A Placer county paper says that there is 
no doubt that Henry Williamson, who was 
arrested in this city last Sunday ia the 
Forest Hill stage robber, for whom a big 
reward is out. His voice and manner and 
the size of him all tally with those of the 
robber. Then, he spells his name “Henery 
Williamson.” That “Henery” business is 
thought to be the dead wood on him. They 
say if he had owned the name of Henry 
any length of time he would have known 
the correct spelling. And yet everyone has 
the right to spell a name as he or she 
pleases.

: T h eir P resen t C on d ition an d th e P ro 
g ress M ade D a rin g th e Y ear. 
A circular has been issued by StateSuper- 
intendent Hoitt to the County Superin 
tendents and teachers of the State, giving a 
long array of figures showing the increase 
in the number of the pupils, new districts 
formed, schoo’-houses erected, valne of 
libraries—in fact, giving an insight into all 
matters pertaining to the progress made 
during the past fiscal year and the present 
condition of tbe schools. 
A brief analysis of tbe figures show that 
there was expended about 15 per cent, more 
for all purposes in conducting the public 
schools for the year ending June 30, 1889 
then for the year ending June 30, 1888. 
For ihis increased expenditure, the State 
has 218 new school-houses erected during 
tbe year, and tbe schools must be credited 
with a daily average attendance ot 11.506 
more pupils than attended the pnbiic 
schools in the year ending June, 1888, RDd 
an average increase in the length of school 
terms of nearly two weeks. 
It shows an increase of 2 per cent, in the 
number of teachers who have had profes­ 
sional training for their work in Normal 
Schools; and strong evidence that the 
teachers are more than ever determined to 
keep up with tbe times, and strengthen 
their professional standing, is shown by 
tlieir increased attendance at County Insti­ 
tutes, and by the greater number (595) who 
subscribe for and read some educational 
journal. 
That School Trustees aro more attentive 
to their duties is indicated by the increased 
number of visits (3 427) made by them to 
the schools, and the 18 012 more visits by 
the parents and friends of the pupils be­ 
speak an augmented interest amongst the 
people in. the work of education, while 
County Superintendents have shown a 
growing appreciation c.f their duties by 
making 821 more visits than during the 
previous year. 
Superintendent Hoitt concludes: “ The 
foregoing figures and statements, compiled 
from the reports of County Superintend­ 
ents. together with my own extensive and 
careful observations in the Institutes and 
class-rooms, constrain me to congratúlate 
you and tbe people of California upon the 
¡act that the schools of the State were 
never in better condition than at present, 
that the Superintendents and 
teachers 
never evinced a better spirit of emulation 
nor a stronger determination to excel in 
their worn. .t herefore never before have 
the people received a larger equivalent for 
tbe money expended in conducting the 
public schools. 
“ But with all the improvements thus far 
made, our schools are yet far Irom perfect. 
I therefore urge you, with your willing 
hearts and ready hands, to continue vour 
endeavors to make our schools not only 
better than their own past, but superior to 
any others to be found in the laud, remem­ 
bering that it is not were we stand, but in 
wfcat direction we ar„ moving that is to 
benefit mankind the most.”

EDWARDS’ PAL 


J a m e . L o ck e G iven Six M o n th , for A s­ 
sa u ltin g an O fficer. 
James Locke stood up in Jndge Arm­ 
strong’s Court yesterday to receive his 
sentence for having interfered with an of­ 
ficer in the discharge of his dnty. The 
crime for which he was convicted was 
committed in front of the Lafayette Saloon, 
on K street, some months ago. Special 
officer Dunlevy had arrested a pal of 
Locke’s, named Edwards, for burglary, 
when Locke knocked the officer down aud 
enabled the prisoner to escape, but the lat­ 
ter was afterward ruu down, recaptured, 
tried and sent to the State Prison. 
When on the witness stand Locke testi­ 
fied that there was a row in progress on the 
sidewalk at the lime, aud that he did not 
assault the officer for the purpose of liberat­ 
ing Edwards, but there was no other testi­ 
mony to substantiate his statement. 
\Y hen aiked by the Court yesterday if he 
had any legal reason to offer why sentence 
should not ba passed upon him, he an­ 
swered that he thought he had. He said 
he had been misrepresented all through 
the trial. 
He was no pal of Edwards, and 
had never seen hint before the occasion re 
ferred to. Moreover, he had already spent 
four months in jail; had never before been 
charged with aoy crime worse than drunk­ 
enness, and thought the Court should deal 
with him leniently. 
Jndge Armstrong said 
that, nnf r;u- 
nately for the prisoner, he did not believe 
him. He bad testified to matters that had 
not been borne out by other witnesses on 
the trial, and winch evidently had not 
a shadow of truth in them. The judgment 
oí the Court was that he be confined in the 
county jail for a period oi six months. 
Later on, before the Court adjourned for 
the day, Judge Armstrong learned that 
Locke bad not only admitted to tbe jail 
officers that he was well acquainted with 
E lwards, but sought to shield tbe latter 
from the charge of having been in a peni­ 
tentiary btf re by claiming to have kuowu 
him for fifteen years.

H I. C ou n sel E n d ea v o rin g to P rocu re for 
H im A n oth er H earin g. 
It had been Judge Armstrong's inten­ 
tion to pass sentence yesterday on George 
Nelson, who was recently convicted of 
highway robbery. 
J. C. Tubbs, Nelson’s 
counsel, had, however, interposed a motion 
for a new trial, and yesterday placed upon 
the stand a witness by whom it was sought 
t0_ show that, the real perpetrator of the 
crime for which Nt lsou wa9 convicted has 
not been apprehended. 
ibis witness testified that some time 
after the robbery referred to he was stopped 
by a man on the road to the American 
bridge, about a hundred yards beyond the 
north levee. 
He attended the trial of Nel­ 
son, and the description of the robber given 
by the men who claimed to have been 
stopped by Nelson tallied with that of the 
man who stopped the witness some days 
afterward. 
The object of Nelson’s counsel is, of 
course, to show that he (Nelson) did not 
commit the robbery for which he was 
convicted, but that it wa3 tbe work of 
the man subsequently seen in that vicinity. 
The matter was continued until Friday 
next.

GOOD SUGGESTION. 


A n O ak lan d S p ortsm an's V iew s on D eer 
P ro tectio n . 
There is an excellent point contained in 
the following communication on tbe sub­ 
ject of how to protect the deer from ex­ 
termination by hide-bunters and other 
vandals. As it is, it costs no more to kill a 
deer out of season than it does a quail or 
dove, aud the penalty is laughed at by the 
hide-hunters of the mountains, for whom 
it has no terrors. Our correspondent writes 
like a man who understands his subject, as 
well as one who is at heart a ttue sports­ 
man. He says: 


E ps. Recoed U nion : Tbe writer, with a 
party of gentlemen from this city, have 
just returned irom a hunting trip in the 
Siskiyou an d Trinity mountains, west of 
the railroad, and in the vicinity of Calla­ 
han s Ranch. 
We found a great scarcity of 
deer, both last year and this season, caused 
by skin hunters destroying b th does and 
fawns 
As an illus'ration of the wholesale 
slaughter, I tn i 11 state, upon good autborKv 
two men by the name of Cook and Butler 
kill each seasou, upon the south fork of 
CotÍ6e crct-k, 500 deer, and sell thó sain • to 
a man located at a mining camp calici 
French Flat. 
The settieis say that th v would prose­ 
cute the>e men. if the law would justify 
them, which at present i- does not. For 
instance, it they should inform upon the 
men mentioned, they would nave to travel 
a distance of ninety miles to the am iuy 
seat, swear to the war.ant and then again 
travel this distance, and give their time 
as witnesses, and all for a compensation of 
*■25, or one-ha f of the awa¡d. 
You will easily see that the penalty i- 
not severe enough to meet cases of this 
kind, which certainly must exist all over 
the S ate. The settlers with whom I have 
conversed c'aim that $30) fine, or three 
years’ imprisonment would cot be too 
severe, ami it would then induce them to 
iuform upon these violators of the law. 
Aud, further, the law sh >uld be such as to 
enable them to prosecute thtse men at the. 
first town in the vicinity, ana not ba com­ 
pelled to go 90 or 100 miles to do it. 
If your paper will only advocate some 
such change in the law as has tren sug­ 
gested, and induce some liiri Jator to take- 
this matter in band a the next ses fon, you 
wid play a winning card with the northern 
sutlers.

the following account of the daring voyage 
of two fishing smacks around Cape Horn 
many years ago: 
“The smack Energy, of about th irty-five 
tons, was manned by Thomas Eldredge 
(master), David Kellogg, Austin Packer, 
John A. Wolfe, Shubael Brown and ceok 
(name not recalled). 
The smack Relief 
was manned by Charles Chtpman (msster), 
James Bennett, John Park, Giles W ill­ 
iams, Robert Brown and cook (nair.e not 
recalled). Both sailed from Mystic Novem­ 
ber fi, 1831, bound io Valparaiso, to fish off 
that coast. 
Little occurred on the passage 
till we reached the River la Platte, when 
we encountered a heavy gale and came 
near losing sight of each other. 
In sixty 
days from the time we left home we 
stopped on the coast of l’ategonia, ut a 
place called ‘The Oven,’ to lay ashore and 
clean the vessels. Three days after we en­ 
tered the Straits of Magellan. At the 
west end of the straits we fell in witli the 
sealer schooner Montgomery, 
Captain 
Phincas Wilcox, with a number of Mystic 
men aboard, and had quite a pleasant time. 
Seven days after leaving them we arrived 
at Valparaiso. 
We found plenty of fish, 
but meat was so cheap, there was do mar­ 
ket for fish. 
“We then decided to go sealing, and 
went back to the west coast of Patagonia. 
We found some seal, but it was not the 
right season to do much. 
By this time 
our provisions were low, and it was neces­ 
sary to send to Valparaiso for stores. 
We 
drew lots and the lot fell to the Energy. 
So we proceeded to Valparaiso, shipped 
what skins wo had and writh the proceeds 
bought stores, salt for skins and cotton 
tw ine for the sails, as the sails, being sewed 
with hemp, had rotted in the stitches and 
had to be sewed over. 
Returning we 
fouud our company all right and over­ 
joyed to see us, as they were out of provis­ 
ions and living en allowance. 
We staid 
in the neighborhood and got what we 
could till March 17,1833. W e then held 
a meeting and decided bv vote to start for 
home by way of Pernambuco. We stopped 
there and found an excellent market for 
fish, hut the fishing ground was so far off 
that we gave it up after making one trip. 
W e each got one fare at Rocas Island, and 
then started for home, arriving on the 16th 
o f July. Financially the voyage was not 
much of a success, the vessels coming out 
about square.” 


UNDERSOLD IKE OWNER. 


H o w a D ry G o o d s C le rk R e fu s e d to B e 
D o w n ed . 
“ Your reference to the bantering style 
of doing business calls up many funny 
reminiscences,” said an old merchant. 
“ I 
must tell you of one occurrence that took 
place in a neighboring country store. The 
proprietor was noted for being particularly 
affable and obliging to his customers, and 
he had a clear headed and smart young 
man for clerk. One day one of the best 
customers of the concern called to buy a 
dress pattern. The price was 75 cents, 
and after a long talk the clerk closed the 
bargain at 70 cents. W hile the clerk was 
selecting trimmings, etc., in another part 
of the store the genial proprietor came 
along rubbing his hands, inquired after 
the family of the customer, praised her 
taste in selecting that particular piece of 
goods, and as a special favor to a good cus­ 
tomer, let her have it for 68 cents per 
yard. 
The clerk returned, and the ladv 
told of the reduction the proprietor had 
made. The clerk was furious, but not in 
the least disconcerted. He saw that if the 
customers thought that he was selling 
higher than others in the store they would 
avoid him and his dischage would foliow. 
So he says: 
I just looked at the bill and can sell 
you that piece at 65 cents a yard.’ 
“ When the deal was completed the pro­ 
prietor was as angry as the clerk. 
“' Do you know that I made the price 
68 cents?’ said the proprietor. 
“ * Yes,’ said the clerk, ‘ but I want you 
to understand that no man can undersell 
me in this store.’

ACQUISITION.

The City Council of Genoa has unani­ 
mously approved of the acquisition of the 
house in which the immortal discoverer 
of America passed many of the first years 
of his life. 
In a recent monograph inserted in the 
the acts of the Sociedad Liguriense de 
Historia Patria, the 
Marques Marcelo 
Staglieno, a distinguished 
archaeologist 
whose application to the studies in con­ 
nection with the family of Columbus 
merits all praise, had demonstrated victori­ 
ously that the house referred to is that 
situated in 
the vico dritto di Ponlieello 
(little street to the right of Pouticello), 
No. 37 in the city of Genoa. 
Soon as the Syndic of the Council, Baron 
Andrea Podesta, Senator of the Kingdom, 
had news of this, advised that the munici­ 
pality wished to acquire the possession of 
the house in which lived in his childhood 
their great and illustrious citizen and coun­ 
tryman, and that in similar cases there 
had awakened at such times enormous 
exigences for private speculation (there 
pertained to the edifice notwithstanding it 
was small, diverse proprietors), he secretly 
charged 
with its purchase Senor Jose 
Baldi, a friend to memory of Columbus. 
Thus the two with much tact and pru­ 
dence soon secured to the city for its 
value alone at a just price, that is to say 
for $6,300, a house whose historic merit is 
without doubt exceptional.* 
The conclusions of the Marques ds Stag­ 
lieno are founded on documents very im­ 
portant and incontrovertible, acquired by 
him with incessant diligence in the ar­ 
chives of the State, and particularly in the 
section of the acts notarial. 
Among these, 
those of the Public Clerk, Bonvino, prove 
that in the immediate vicinity of the gate 
of San Andrés they may encounter the 
house to which we refer. 
Domingo Co­ 
lumbus (father of Christopher) had in 
1451 established his shop and looms, as 
weaver of sail cloth, and in the manual of 
the annuities of the Monastery of San 
Esteban, t., which pertained that habita­ 
tion, it is certain that in the year 1457 he 
paid the rent to the Monastery as effected 
by Domingo himself. 
At the same time 
in the manuals anterior is noted an inter­ 
ruption of twenty-two years. 
A little 
time afterwards, by the act of cessions, 21st 
of July, 1489, its proprietorship passed to 
Santiago Barvarello,*ti usband of Biancliet- 
tina (Blanch), daughter of Domingo Co­ 
lumbus, and sister of the navigator. 
It is of much importance to know the 
time that Domingo began to live in this 
house, for this allows arguments in regard 
to the {dace in which Columbus was born. 
But the loss of the indicated manuals 
that were kept by the monks of San Este­ 
ban will not permit the finding of the de­ 
sired dates. 
Until our days the document 
most ancient that speaks of the presence of 
Domingo Columbus in Genoa is in said 
manuals or that of 1457. 
From the date 
of the residence of Columbus in Genoa 
there can be no doubt, since the Marques 
Staglieno found the acts of 1451, if another 
act, found also by the indefatigable Mar­ 
ques, would not permit this to be fixed 
two years before. 
This was encountered 
among the writings of the Public Clerk, 
Peloso, dated 1st of April, 1439, and not 
so much alone proves that Domingo was 
found at that epoch in Genoa, but it im­ 
plies the necessity of his residing in the 
city for the exercising of his profession. 
According to this act Dominicas de Colombo 
textor ponnarum lawr. filius Johannis took to 
his service for five years, and with obliga­ 
tion to teach him the art, a young boy 
called Antonio, etc., the same who later, it 
is deduced by another act of March 15, 
1462, Domingo pronounced as trustworthy. 
Of two acts yet inserted in his writings 
by the Marques Staglieno we make in­ 
teresting mention. 
They are both found 
atoong the writings of the Public Clerk, 
Antonio de Tazio. 
The tenor of the first 
is Domingo lived in 1445, in Quarto—the 
famous little town very 
near Genoa, 
where, in 1860, Garibaldi with his thou­ 
sand companions left for the battles and 
victories in the south of Italy—and con­ 
forming to the second, the same Do­ 
mingo, in 1448, lived in Quinto, another 
town near Quarto.

Historical Studies, that the discussion had 
come to an end, that Columbus was born 
in the year 1446 (a document discovered a 
short time ago made a certainty of this 
important chronological particular), he 
passed the greater part of his first years 
in the house in the little street or lane at 
the right of Ponticello until his four­ 
teenth year, in which, as we know from 
Colmnbus himself, he went on his voyages. 
Besides he ought to have lived there later 
than this, that is, many times he returned 
to his country for strengthening himself in 
the affections of his family, since, as is well 
noted, Christopher Columbus was an at­ 
tentive son and a good brother. 
This house has at present two windows 
in its front. 
How many it had in the fif­ 
teenth century is not known; but by the 
narrow windows so near to each other, and 
the width of the house, not more than 
fifteen feet wide, it may be thought there 
was one only, and that at that time they 
used wider windows and carried a little 
column in the center. 
In the lower story (rez de ehatissee) there 
is a shop, and to the left of this, looking 
towards the house, is the entrance door, 
thirty-three and one-half inches wide, 
as all those in contiguity; the house is 
very tall, rising to five stories. 
It is cer­ 
tain it did not have so many when occu­ 
pied by the Columbus family, but it is 
impossible now to determine this circum­ 
stance. 
The fifth ar.d last storv dates 
from the first of last century, and the re­ 
construction of the house was made after 
it was ruined with many others by the 
bombs of the French navy, thrown over 
Genoa, to the number of more than 13,000, 
in the month of May, 1684. 
The house of Columbus preserves nothing 
of its antique physiognomy. The little 
arches that ran between the basement and 
the first stcry have disappeared, as also the 
little araliesque columns that divided the 
windows, both common characteristics of 
the houses of that time. Notwithstanding 
they were small and poor, its narrow front 
and scarcity of its area are the only signs 
yet preserved of its antiquity; and it is 
fortunate that in so much building it has 
not been incorporated with those contig­ 
uous. 
The importance, therefore, of the subject 
referred to, as of similar studies, acquire 
great importance in consequence of the 
nearness to the fourth centennial anmver- 
of the discovery of America. This

UTAH'S POPULATION. 
The M ormons Denounced as Traitors to 
the A m erican Union. 
W ashin gto n, September 27ih.—The an­ 
nual report of the Utah Commissioners has 
been received by Secretary Noble. The re­ 
port says the Commission on November 
3, 1888, appointed a Canvassing Board of 
five reputable citizens, three of whom were 
Gentiles and two Mormons. This board 
made returns of the vote cast for a delegate 
to Congress on the C h of that month, 
when it was found that John T. Cain, a 
Mormon, had received 10,127 votes, and R, 
N. Baskin, Gentile, 3,484 votes, and S. R 
Thurman 511 voles. Cain was given a 
certificate of election. 
With but one exception the report states 
that there was no charge of fraud iu the 
conduct of the election. The Commis­ 
sion has, continue 1 the report, followed 
in the foo'sieps of the first Utah Commis 
sior, which re o;n:zrd the tact that Con­ 
gress in creating it desired to use the best 
endeavors to wipe out and extinguish po­ 
lygamy, and so far as possible all polyga­ 
mous influences and tendencies. With 
this purpose iu view, the Commission 
in appointing registrars of election selected 
when p si ble t o i belonging to tbe hop 
Mormon element, and always appointing 
a majority of the judgis of election, two 
out oí thiee, from the Gentile class. 
In some places, however, there were no 
Gentiles to tilt the positions. This course, 
the report states, has had the eflect of de­ 
creasing the Mormon vote. 
Touching the question of polygamy, the 
report says: "Rolygamy is not at the 
present time openly practiced, except, per­ 
haps, in a few nm o.e and out-of-the-way 
places, but the non-Mormon element insists 
that plural marriages are solemnized clan­ 
destinely aud practiced secretly in the 
larger centers aud throughout the Terri­ 
tory.” 
This may or may not be true. The Com­ 
mission neither affirms nor denies it in tbe 
absence of positive evidence. Doubtless 
many members of the Mormon Church 
never have practiced and never intend to 
practice polygamy. 
The Commission makes a number of 
recommendations, among them that the 
jurisdiction of all polygamous and sexual 
offenses, without regard to the place where 
. the same was committed, within the Terri­ 
tory, be conferred on the District Courts, 
and that the term of imprisonment for un­ 
lawful cohabitation be extended at least 
two years lor the first and three years for 
the second offense, and that it be made a 
penal offense for any woman to enter the 
marriage relation with any man, knowing 
him to have a wife living undivorced, 
coupled, however, with the provision tnat 
in cases where a polygamous wife is called 
as a witness against her husband her testi­ 
mony could not be used in any further 
prosecution of her, aud a tike provision as 
to the husband, and that persons who re­ 
fuse to take the orth that he or she is not 
cohabitatiDg witb more iban one husband 
or wife in marriage relation, as the case 
may be, shall be excluded from making a 
location aud settlement upon tbe public 
lands; that the taws witb reference to im­ 
migration of Chinese and the importation 
of contract labor, paupers and criminals be 
so amended as to prevent tbe immigration 
of persons claiming their religion justifies 
the crime of polygamy; that the Constitu­ 
tion should be amended so as to further 
prohibit polygamy; that a law be enacted 
creating a_ Board, to consist of the Gov­ 
ernor of Utah, the Commission and Secre 
tary of the Interior, to apportion Salt Lake 
into Aldermanic and Councilmen districts. 
It also recommend* that the Commission 
be authorized, in its discretion, to cause to 
be made annually a new registration in­ 
stead of a revision of the former list; that 
Congress pass laws for the government and 
conduct of the public schools in the Terri­ 
tory : that as soon as the result of the 
eleventh census is known the Territory be 
redistricted for legislative purposes. 
The Commission believes the limitation 
on prosecutions for polygamy and bigamy 
a'ioutd be extended, and sentence to hard 
labor should be added, that “ their con­ 
finement may not be soent in idleness and 
glorification of their supposed martyr­ 
dom.” 
The Commission has no doubt that pun­ 
ishment of women for voluntarily enter­ 
ing the polygamous s’ate would do much 
to lessen their zeal for the peculiar institu­ 
tion, aud thus tend to remove one of its 
strongest bulwarks. 
In regard to the prohibíi'on of immigra­ 
tion, the report says : *• While we forbid 
immigration of non-prosriyting, peace- 
loving, docile Chinamen, uccause we fear 
future danger front their coming; while we 
forbid the landing on our shores of con­ 
tract laborers, because they cheapen the 
wages of American horn citizens, aud pau­ 
pers, because they become a burden, there 
is a far greater reason for closing our doors 
as a nation aud forbidding citizenship to 
the hordes who are brougbt'here to swell 
the ranks of an organized body which 
teaches them in advance to hate our Gov­ 
ernment, denominates its Executive, law­ 
makers, Judges aud prosecutors, as perse­ 
cutes, and instills into every mind a con­ 
stant teaching that their pretended revela­ 
tions are more binding than the highest 
and best laws of the land, and resistance to 
surit laws is a virtue and a rendering of 
obedience to God. How far short of trea­ 
son these teachings are, we leave to these 
who can answer.” 
In concluding the report the Commission 
says: “ Congress should take no backward 
or wavering step in the enforcement of the 
laws sga nst polygamy. 
Many of the 
Mormons do not betieve in the f r.c 
tice, but from the standpoint of their 
faith and crefd, they accept it as a 
revelation from God, through ttiat prophet, 
seer and revelator. Joseph Smith, ratified 
and approved by the great President, Brig­ 
ham Young, and that whoever desires to 
do so, haj every right to comply with this 
ordinance of the church.” 
“ All laws forbidding the practice of 
Tiolygamy,” the report continues, “ the 
Mormons pronounce 
unconstitutional. 
There are grounds for belief, it is stated, 
that polygamy is still taught by tbe church 
as a saving orlinanc, and that those who 
practice it are assured of higher exaltation 
in heaven than those who content them­ 
selves with one wife." 
Extracts are given from Mormon papers 
showing they are stilt open advocates of 
polygamy. 
That the teachings and practice of polyg­ 
amy have not been discontinued as claimed 
by some, is proved, the report says, from 
the fact tbat since September, 1880. there 
has been in the Territory of Utah 357 con­ 
victions for adultery, fornication and un­ 
lawful cohabitation and only two for big­ 
amy. 
“If plural marriages are now celebrated," 
says the report, “it is done in the secret 
chambers ot the temple. If polygamy is 
practiceJ, it is with the secrecv with which 
the burglar guards bis house-breaking aud 
a thief fiis larcenies. 
“Those who are convicted of polygamy 
regard themselves, and are regarded by 
their friends, as martyrs, and think it no 
disgrace to be sent to the penitentiary.” 
The Courts are commended for their 
vigilance and also for the mercy with 
which the mandates are tempered. 
The Commission, in view of the present 
condition of the Territory, as regards polyg­ 
amy, does not think Utah should be ad­ 
mitted as a State. 


He is one of the best informed men in 
Western political aflairs. and has been 
making a careful observation of the affairs 
in the new States.

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M ixed F ru its for C anning. 
There are some fruits too acid to be 
canned alone, that are very much im­ 
proved by mixing others with them. 
Blackberries put up with red plums or 
blue plums are better than either of these 
fruits canned separately. Plums are too 
tart and blackberries are quite often in 
sipid, if of the smaller varieties, or if the 
season be a wet one. A very perceptible 
difference is shown in the amount of sugar 
necessary to sweeten them when canned 
together. The fruit can be taken half and 
half or in the proportion of one-third of 
the sour fruit. Cherries and raspberries 
together make a very good sauce, stewed; 
also raspberries and currant», but currant 
seeds are very objectionable to many peo­ 
ple. The juices of tiie two make excellent 
jelly. Raspberry or blackberry Jam can 
be made from the following recipe: To 
twelve pounds of l>erries take six |>ounds 
of tart apples, red Astrachan, peeled and 
quartered; cook the fruit together with 


jnst sufficient water in the beginning to 
keep the apples from scorching. 
Boil 
hard for two hours. Then add twelve pounds 
of white sugar and boil twenty minutes. 
An extra stovelid on top of the one next 
to the fire will prevent the fruit from 
burning. Iron rings can be purchased at 
the tin shop for a few cents, which are 
very convenient for standing the kettle 
on while doing slow cooking; an old pie- 
pan inverted will prevent the contents of 
a small kettle from burning. Jams need 
thorough cooking in order to insure their 
keepiug without mold if put away uu- 
sealed.—Good Housekeeping.

LIFE IN PERSIA. 
The Terrible D egradation o f a Priest- 
R idden People. 
The Shah himself is not a Persian, but 
a Turk, the hereditary chief of a Turco­ 
man tribe; the language of his private 
and domestic life is not Persian, but Turk­ 
ish. W ith the instruments of oppression 
ready to his hand, he is all-powerful for 
evil, provided he is content with the lion’s 
share of a plundered province or the 
wealth of a subject convicted of being too 
rich. He is powerless for good or for a 
single reform so long as the Mujtahids, the 
priestly order in Persia, with their euor- 
mous influence over a superstitious people, 
dread and dislike “infidel” and Western 
innovations likely to weaken their own 
power. The great mass of the people are 
as apathetic in political matters as they 
are fanatical in religion. As for their ca­ 
pacity to rouse themselves to the hope or 
conception of better things iu store for 
their unhappy country, those who indulge 
the dream must take them as they are, 
and not be led astray by analogies of free 
and Christian {topulations that have no 
bearing on the question. Superstition and 
vice have debased and enfeebled the na­ 
tional life of Persia to an extent that the 
ordinary English mind finds difficult to 
conceive. The incredible toil and squalid 
misery of the ordinary peasant’s life^ is 
endured with one object, which is to emass 
sufficient savings to enable him to go on 
pilgrimage to the Shiah shrines once in 
Iiia life at least, which done, he becomes a 
beggar again. 
The shameless avowals of Sun poets find 
their counterpart in the daily lives of 
thousands and thousands of the better 
classes, who give themselves openly to the 
worst forms of sensual excitement.' Opium 
and arrack are the daily stimulants to the 
jaded senses of thousands of Shiah Mos­ 
lem», to whom they have ceased to he 
even forbidden delights. The decaying 
populations of the larger towns, like Shi­ 
raz and Ispahan, driven to desperation by 
oppression or hunger, break out at inter­ 
vals into sullen and sudden revolt (as on a 
recent occasion, when the courage and 
presence of mind of the staff of English 
telegraph officials at Shirez saved the 
town from being sacked and the helpless 
and terrific Persian officials from massacre), 
and are cajoled or coerced again into a 
dull and hopele-s submission. The rniser- 
erable Jewish population is the sport and 
byword of a senseless Moslem intoleracce, 
and the Armenians, with more cunning 
aud equal unscrupulousness, prosper in 
pandering to the vices of the dominant 
class of Persians. There is no exaggera­ 
tion in the picture. The rose-bedecked 
valleys and bulbul haunted groves of the 
odes of Hafiz present just as true an idea 
of the wasted, desolate plains and valleys 
of Iran as the great Shah-an-Shah, be­ 
decked with diamonds and sitting at 
sumptuous feasts, presents to the ordinary 
untraveled English mind of the wealth 
or social prosperity of his much-enduring 
subjects.— The Spectator.

Chinese Rush Goods. 
The city of Ningpo is the center of the 
large internal anil foreign trade in rush 
goods, such as hats, matting, etc. Tiie 
magnitude of the trade may be estimated 
from tiie fact that last year 14,250,000 
hats, 1,250,000 mats and about 8,000 rolls 
of matting were exported. The Commis­ 
sioner of Customs in his last report from 
Ningpo describes the method of cultiva­ 
tion. The roots of the plants are pulled up 
from last year’s field, divided into small 
portions, and replanted in a flooded field 
at intervals of about a foot. This is done 
in September and October. The fields 
must be plentifully manured, and abund­ 
ant water supply is necessary, and weeds 
must be cleared away. The rushes are 
harvested in June and July ; it is essential 
that this should lie done in Gne weather, 
so that they may dry within three days of 
cutting. If they dry too slowly they are 
apt to change color, while if they remain 
too loDg in the sun they get scorched and 
bent. Rain, when they are only partially 
dry, spoils them altogether. An ave-age 
workei can make four hats, of good qual­ 
ity, 12-inch, three braid, a day ; working 
carelessly and weaving loosely, the quan­ 
tity can be doubled. But in the rtt-h trade, 
as in the straw braid trade of Northern 
China, fraudulent practices have crept in 
and greatly injured it. The work is hast­ 
ily and loosely done, aud the home market 
is flooded wilh inferior, and, in some casen, 
unsalable goods. At present every hat in 
every bale has to be examined, and every 
yard in every roll of matting, greatly to 
theinjurv of the trade.—Sc'cuti/ic American. 


O rorille M iners Claim That the ltig Bend 
Tunnel is a Success. 
[Oroville Mercury, September 26th.] 
The dispatch from Buffalo which we pub­ 
lish to-day, has caused a great deal of com­ 
ment and speculation in Oroville. Oar 
cilizens do not believe that the Big Bend 
mine is a failure, because there is nothing 
upon which to base such a belief. In the 
first place, the liver channel has merely 
been prospected in spots, and there are 
twelve miles of this channel. The bed­ 
rock or bottom of the channel haa been 
uncovered in spots, and unless there has 
been some able-bodied misrepresentations, 
those spots were rich with free gold. 
A year ago a very costly attempt vrss 
made to remove tbe bowlders ana water 
from the channel by means of electric 
motive power, and that proved an expen­ 
sive failure, but did not prove the value of 
the mine. 
As the dispatch states, the channel is 
tilled will gravel and huge bowlders in 
many places, and it will cost a great deal 
on this account, but after expending over a 
million dollars on the two miles and a half 
lunnel through a mountain of rock, the 
miners should not object to spending a few 
rumore thousands in clearing the channel. 
And we do not believe that they will object. 
If that dispatch was prompted in Buflalo, 
there is very likely a gentleman of the 
African persuasion in the fence; or in the 
mine, so to speak. 
Not more than ten days ago Superintend­ 
ent Beatson of the Big Bend mine brought 
an amount of gold to Oroville from that 
mine. We then learned on unquestionable 
authority that the twenty men, then work­ 
ing in a very inexpensive manner at the 
Big Bend, were clearing for the company 
$7 50 per day to the man. This is $150 a 
day, or $4,500 a month, clear money, which 
doesn’t look very much like a tailure. It 
is entirely probable that a larger number of 
men at work would take out the same 
amount per man. Facts do uot bear out 
the sensational dispatch frCin 
and 
we shall have to await further develop­ 
ments before we can possibly believe that 
Big Bend is a failure. Then, when we are 
convinced, if ever, that the mine is a fail­ 
ure. we shall reiterate what we have said 
before, that the water right at that mine is 
a fortune to its owners. 
Old California miners will not be fright­ 
ened or fooled by a dispatch concerning a 
great mining enterprise. 
An A m erican Girl. 
Just before the 1-o’clock train started 
from the Grand Central Station yesterday 
a yacht girl drove up, alighted, and 
strolled through the waiting-room. She 
wore a blue yachting gown, a small white 
sailor cap, such as men affect in the Royal 
Yacht Club in England. On the sleeves 
of her dress were emblazoned an anchor, 
marine glasses, and emblems of the same 
club, and the skirt of her gown was decor­ 
ated with elaborate embroideries, anchors, 
and endless stretches of rope figure. In 
tiny gold letters on the front of her cap 
was the name of a famous yacht, though 
why the yacht club was worn in conjunc­ 
tion with it is a mystery. 
Her face was 
sunburned and she had the swing of an old 
sea dog as she passed through the throng 
of staring people. She had the manner of 
a society veteran of fifty years, though not 
over seventeen years had passed over her 
curly head. Her serenity of manner was 
due to the fact that she is an American 
girl.—New York Sun.

The defenses of the rivers Thames and 
Medway against naval attack are to be 
strengthened by the construction of a new 
earthwork fort at Scarp’s Gate, near Sheer­ 
ness. The site of the present rifle butts, 
which is about forty yards from the sea­ 
wall, has been selected for the proposed 
fort, which will, therefore, immediately 
face the Nore light vessel, and will com­ 
mand the entrances to both the Thames 
and the Medway, while a long range will 
also be secured over the channels leading 
from the North Sea and the Downs. The 
sidfs of the rifle butts will supply a large 
quantity of the material reqmrii? for the 
fort. 
The armament of the proposeu 
stronghold will consist of two ten-inch 
thirty-ton steel breech-loading guns, and 
as Garrison Point fort and the batteries at 
Sheerness are at present chiefly only armed 
with muzzle-loaders, except a few small 
breech-loaders for practice purposes, the 
fort will, it is considered, be a valuable 
addition to the defenses of the Thames and 
Medway.
